Curfews and siege fail to 
quell Palestinian revolt 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (Agencies) — 
Palestinians in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza kept up anti-occupation 
protests Saturday despite an increased 
Israeli military presence in the occupied 
territories. 


In the West Bank, a senior 
United Nations official was 
caught up in a clash between 
Israeli soldiers and Palestinian 
protesters when he visited a 
Palestinian refugee camp, reports 
from the area said. 

Jewish settlers shot and wound- 
ed at least two Palestinians in the 
village of Silwad and two Israeli 
soldiers were hurt by stones, 
thrown by demonstrators near 
Hebron, the Palestine Press Ser- 
vice (PPS) said. 

Protests erupted Saturday in at 
least eight West Bank towns and 
refugee camps despite steady rain 
that kept many Palestinians in- 
doors. 

In the Gaza Strip, all eight 
refugee camps remained under 
curfew as. part of a new tactic to 
keep protesters under the econo- 
mic pressure of bong unable to 
go to work. Five West Bank 
refugee camps also were under 
curfew, the anny said.

ICRC says 
it helpless 
in case of 
expelled 
Palestinians 

BEIRUT (R) — The Internation- 
al Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) sought Israeli acceptance 
Saturday for the return of four 
Palestinians expelled from the 
occupied West Bank but it said 
they could not be returned with- 
out such agreement. 

“The ICRC does not have the 
means to force Israel or any state 
to accept them. We should wait 
for a political agreement before 
making any move,” Dominique 
Gross, chief delegate of the 
ICRC in Lebanon, told Reuters. 

He said the ICRC was seeking 
that agreement from Israel. “Our 
action then will depend on the 
Israeli answer,” he said. 

Gross said countries that 
signed the 1949 Geneva Conven- 
tion on the protection of civilians 
in wartime should force Israel 
“to respect toe agreement and 
oblige it to return toe four men to 
tbeir homeland.” 

Israel expelled toe four to 
.Lebanon Wednesday after accus- 
ing them of instigating anti- 
occupation protests. 

Gross said Jibril Mahmoud Ra- 
jub, 34, Bashir Ahmad Khayri, 
45, Hussam Hadar, 26, and Jamal 
Jabara. 28, spent their second 
night at an ICRC office in the 
village of Ksara, east of Beirut. 

The four activists had appealed 

to the ICRC to return them to 
their homes or hand them over to 
any other international organisa- 
tion outside Lebanon. 

They are the first of nine 
Palestinians who Israel said it 
would expel, despite strong inter- 
national condemnation and two 
U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tions urging it not to do so.

Israel preparing for war, 
British Liberals warn

AMMAN — Israel is preparing 
I for war, probably against Syria, 
for the sole purpose of expelling 
Palestinians from the occupied 
territories, the British Liberal 
Party warned Saturday. 

In a statement issued to the 
•Jordan Tunes and the Sunday 
Times, toe Liberal Party said it 
noted with grave concern “the 
appearance throughout the West- 
ern press last weekend of stories 
originating in Isrflel, of a nerve 
gas production system in Syria 
that Israeli sources indicated 
might need to be taken out in a 
preemptive strike.” 

In an earlier letter to Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
Lord WinchOsea, a liberal lead- 
er, suggested that a large-scale 
expulsion of Palestinians from the 
occupied areas would be an in- 
evitable result of any large-scale 
conflict. 

“In fact it is now becoming 
dear that toe policy of hardliners 
in Israel is to provoke a general 
conflict in order to cany out just 
such a programme of expulsion, 
under toe camouflage of the- 
chaos of war.” 

Lord Winchilsea said in Satur- 
day’s statement that he saw no 
alternative at this point “but to 
level a specific charge against the 
Israeli government of deliberate- 
ly seeking to start another war in 
toe Middle East for the sole 
purpose of expelling the Palesti- 
nians from Jerusalem, Gaza and 
the West Bank.” 

He noted that “recent moves 
by the U.S. to distance itself from 
Israel are yet another danger 


signal, while very welcome at toe 
same time.” 

Lord Winchilsea, a senior 
member of the Liberal Party 
who last month led a delegation 
to Jordan and toe occupied terri- 
tories, noted a significant Israeli 
militaiy presence and consider- 
able tension in the area of toe Al 
Aqsa Mosque. 

“We feel that any attempt by 
the Israeli forces to move into toe 
grounds of toe mosque would be 
treated as an act of extreme 
provocation to all Islamic coun- 
tries, particularly those in the 
immediate area of Israel,” the 
liberal Party said. 

“We further noted that such a 
provocation, carried out in one of 
Islam’s holiest places, would 
place those moderate Arab reg- 
imes, many of which are currently 
seeking an accommodation with 
Israel, in an impossible positiop 
in relation to their own internal 
problems with Islamic fun- 
damentalists.” 

The liberal Party said it was 
“convinced that the present vio- 
lence against Islamic places of 
worship, as well as against the 
unarmed people of toe occupied 
territories, has brought toe Mid- 
dle East closer to war than at any 
time since the invasion of Leba- 
non in 1982.” 

The statement was signed by 
Lord Winchilsea, press officer 
Kevin Cahill and the chairman of 
toe liberal foreign affairs panel, 
Robert Bradnock. 

On Dec. 7, Lord Winchilsea 
warned toe British prime minister 
that large-scale violence was im- 
minent. On Dec. 9, the present 
uprising began. 


Amal ends blockade of 
Palestinian refugee camps 


BEIRUT fR) — Lebanese Amal 
militia leader Nabih Beni lifted a 
military siege on three Palestinian 
refugee camps Saturday as a ges- 
ture of support for protests in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

“Amai decided to lift its milit- 
ary siege around the camps as gift 
to our brothers in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip,” ' Beni told a 
news conference at his home in 
west Beirut: 

The camps affected are Bonrj 
Al Brajneh and Shatila in west 
Beirut and Rashidiyeh in die port 
town of Tyre, 80 kOometres sooth 
Of Beirut 

The blockades were imposed as 
part of the “camps war” which 
broke, out three years ago be- 
tween the Shiite Amal militia 
and the Palestine liberation 
Organisation (PLO). 

A seven-month total blockade 


on the Beirut camps was partially 
lifted last April when Syrian 
troops moved in to end toe camps 
war, in which at least 2,500 peo- 
ple died. 

Palestinian sources described 
the lifting of the siege as the first 
step to toe resumption of warm 
relations between the two groups. 

“Beni’s announcement means 
that ail our people, including 
men, can move freely outside the 
camps without any obstacle,” one 
source told Reuters. 

He said freedom of movement at 
toe camps would be guaranteed 
by observer groups comprising 
Palestinians, Amal, Lebanese 
security forces and Syrians. 

Bern has previously offered to 
lift toe siege on condition that 
Palestinians withdrew from Amal 
positions southeast of Sidon 
which they overran last October.

U.S. Consul Morris Draper 
called on the Israelis to ease 
restrictions against Palestinians in 
the occupied territories and “let 
toe people there breathe a little.” 

A Palestinian was wounded by 
rubber bullets in Jabaiya refugee 
camp in the Gaza Strip, Gaza 
hospital officials said. 

A rift over how to handle toe 
persistent protests, meanwhile, 
was growing within Israel, with a 
group of Israelis demonstrating 
against government policy and 
Tel Aviv’s mayor demanding the 
government relinquish toe West 
B ank and Gaza Strip. 

The incident at Balata, about 
60 kilometres north of Jerusalem, 
occurred after hundreds of 
Palestinians gathered to talk to 
Goulding. The Israelis apparently 
mistook toe group for a crowd of 
protesters, Lee said. 

The army confirmed only that 
protests broke out and that sol- 
diers fired rubber bullets and 
tear-gas before imposing a cur- 
few.

AMMAN — His Majesty King 
Hussein and Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak discussed Satur- 
day toe situation in toe occupied 
West Bank anti Gaza Strip and the 
ongoing Palestinian uprising 
there.

KUWAIT (AP) — The enrir of 
Kuwait, Sheilrh Jaber Al Ahmad 
Al Sabah, has called for a mini - 
summit of Islamic leaders to dis- 
cuss a plan of action to counter 
Israel’s actions against Palesti- 
nians in toe occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, a newspaper re- 
ported Saturday. 

The daily Al Seyassah’s report 
was published as newspapers 
across toe Gulf devoted their 
editorials to the ongoing protests, 
denouncing Israel, praising the 
Palestinians and calling for Arab 
support. 

Al Seyassah said Sheikh Jaber 
proposed a meeting of toe Orga- 
nisation of Islamic Conference’s 
(OIC) chairmanship bureau to 
discuss “a plan of action.” 

The chairmanship bureau 
groups King Hassan n of Moroc- 
co, Plaestme Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat and Presidents Kenan 
Evren of Turkey, Mohammad 
Zia U1 Haq of Pakistan, Abdou 
Diouf of Senegal, Omar Bongo of 
Gabon and Maumoon Abdul

The newspaper linked Sheikh 
Jaber’s caff to the arrival Friday 
in Kuwait of IOC Secretary- 
General Sharifudin Pirzadeh.

Arabs condemn Israel 
for storming Al Aqsa 

Arab newspapers and govern- 
ment officials joined Saturday in 
condemning Israeli forces for 
baton-charging Palestinian pro- 
testers after Friday prayers on 
Jerusalem’s Haram Al Sharif 
complex. 

Witnesses quoted by Reuters 
said Israeli police fired dozens of 
tear-gas shells to disperse Palesti- 
nian demonstrators as worship- 
pers were leaving the Al Aqsa 
Mosque. 

About 70 people were injured, 
one doctor said, when the police 
charged into the demonstrators as 
tear-gas drifted into the mosque. 

In Amman, Minister of Awqaf 
and Muck Affairs Abdul Aziz Al 
Khayyat told Renters the action 
at Al Aqsa was “part of the 
popular uprising in toe occupied 
Arab territories.” 

" In Damascus, Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk Al Sharaa said 
toe Palestinian protests “reflect 
clearly toe sense of despair felt by 
the Palestinians in toe occupied 
territories.” 

“The Israeli actions show toe 
Zionist entity’s brutal and sup- 
pressive policy against the 
Arabs,” be added.

UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— Lebanon called on the Security 
Council Friday to condemn the 
“inhuman Israeli acts of aggres- 
sion” in southern Lebanon and 
force Israel to withdraw uncon- 
ditionally from Lebanese terri- 
tory. 

Ambassador Rashid Fakhoury, 
Lebanon’s U.N. representative, 
also said Friday Israel should stop 
building roads and fences on the. 
Lebanese side of the border and 
return the situation there to 
normal. 

He was opening a Security 
Council debate first requested 
right days ago but delayed while 
council members tried unsuccess- 
fully to agree on a statement, 
instead of holding a formal ses- 
sion and adopting a resolution. 

In a thinly veiled reference to 
the United States, Fakhoury said 
lack of unanimity on a state- 
ment was due to the “position of 
one permanent member of toe 
council.’’ 

The United States is widely 
expected to veto a resolution 
containing many of toe Lebanese 
demands that was circulated by 
toe council's non-aligned mem- 
bers. 

Israel did not speak at Friday's 
session and the council is to meet 
again Monday. 


Fakhoury cited a series of 
Israeli land and air attacks against 
southern Lebanon in recent 
weeks in which he said dozens of 
Lebanese and Palestinians were 
killed and wounded. 

Fakhoury also pointed out that 
Israel, which with its allies of the 
South Lebanon Army (SLA) 
militia, occupies a so-called 
“security zone” in southern 
Lebanon, had recently besieged 
toe village of Yohmor for eight 
days. Supplies were able to get 
through only after Secretary 
Genera] Javier Perez de Cuellar 
intervened, he said- 

Referring to a December U.N. 
report saying Israel had fenced 
off 10 locations along the 
Lebanese side of toe border, 
Fakhoury said Israel was 
apparently trying to encroach on 
Lebanese land and waters. 

This week, Fakhoury con- 
tinued, Israel used the “security 
zone” to deport four Palestinians, 
accused of leading anti-occupa- 
tion protests in the occupied 
Gaza Strip and the West Bank.

The Kremlin message was del- 
ivered in a speech reported by the 
official TASS news agency Satur- 
day to members of a new Interna- 
tiona] Committee on the Survival 
of Humanity. 

“If the arms race moves out 
into space, it would bring destabi- 
lisation and that is why as a 
matter of principle it is impossible 
to agree with such a thought,” 
Gorbachev said. 

“Our view is that... it is im- 
possible to work on disarmament 
in some areas and extend the 
arms race in others,” Gorbachev 
added in what analysts said was a 
dear reference to “Star Wars," 
formally known as the strategic 
defence initiative (SDI). 

TASS said be delivered the 
speech Friday. 

Gorbachev’s remarks came as 
talks were resuming between the 
superpowers in Geneva on a so- 
called START treaty to reduce 
their arsenals of intercontinental 
missiles by 50 per cent. 

At their summit in Washington 
last month, he and Presiffimt 
Ronald Reagan agreed to work 
for completion of the treaty for 
signing at a return summit in 
Moscow, probably in late spring. 

Moscow presented a new draft 
accord in Geneva Friday but a 
U.S. spokesman rejected it, 
saying it appeared aimed at crip- 


pling SDI. Reagan has insisted be 
will pursue the programme, de- 
spite Soviet objections. 

At a Moscow news conference 
earlier Saturday, senior Soviet 
officials representing toe Foreign 
Ministry and the armed forces 
expressed optimism that a 
START accord could be reached. 

Gorbachev told the new com- 
mittee that if space became an 
arena for military comfiptition 
“first of all, the threat to mankind 
would be preserved, and second- 
ly, the waste of resources would 
continue.” 

"We are firm supporters of 
moving forwards without slowing 
the tempo of disarmament, and in 
this area we are ready to go a long 
way,” he told the committee, 
which includes leading American 
scientists and public figures. 

He said Moscow's constructive 
attitude had been shown in the 
long negotiations leading up to 
December's intermediate-range 
nuclear forces (INF) treaty which 
he signed with Reagan in 
Washington.

Iranians 
hit Japanese 
tanker 

BAHRAIN (AP) — Iranian gun- 
boats raided a Japanese-operated 
tanker in the mouth of the Gulf 
Saturday, leaving it “dead in the 
water,” shipping executives said. 
It was the sixth attack in a week 

The executives said most of the 
Korean crew abandoned the 
12,467-ton Rainbow when a 
fierce fire broke out after it was 
attacked with rocket-propelled 
grenades and machine guns. 

But they said toe fire was later 
extinguished, and the crew was 
expected to return to toe Ube- 
rian-flag chemical tanker, which 
had taken on a load of methanol 
at an Arab Gulf port. 

There were no reports of in- 
jury in the attack, which occurred 
off toe tip of Oman in toe Strait 
of Hormuz. 

One shipping executive said 
toe vessel was “dead in the wa- 
ter” and that tugs would probably 
have to tow it to a port. 

Shipping sources said an Oma- 
ni naval ship took on the crew 
when they left toe Rainbow, and 
another helped extinguish toe 
blaze. One source said a French 
warship in toe area offered assist- 
ance, but there was no indication 
if toe offer was accepted. 

Tim Rainbow was toe sixth ship 
reported attacked this week by 
toe two Gulf war combatants 
following a two-week pause that 
saw only one attack, an apparent- 
ly accidental Iraqi raid on a 
Greek-owned freighter.

The newspaper said the three 
belonged to a Tehran-based 
Bahrain opposition group, called 
the Islamic Front for the Libera- 
tion of Bahrain and led by Ho- 
jatoleslam Hadi Mourdarasi, a 
former Iranian resident expelled 
from Bahrain. 

It said Bahraini authorities had 
been watching Baqer since he had 
been approached by an Iranian 
intelligence officer to arrange bis 
travel to Tehran. 

The three men were arrested 
three days before they were due 


to sabotage the refinery, partly 
owned by a U.S. oil group, to 
coincide with the opening in 
Riyadh on Dec. 26 of the annual 
summit of the six-nation Gulf 
Cooperation Council, it said. 

Quoting other sources in 
Bahrain, the newspaper said the 
plot was wider-ranging and in- 
volved plans to bomb targets such 
as the island's airport, the radio 
and television station, embassies, 
hotels, markets, and homes of 
senior officials. 

It said the plotters also planned 
to storm the main jaD in the capital 
Manama to free some of the men 
convicted of a conspiracy to over- 
throw the Bahrain government in 
1981, the last time any opposition 
was reported in the island state.

Shultz: Soviets slow on 
imposing Iran embargo 


BRASILIA (R) — A delegation 
of IS Brazilian congressmen 
headed for Israel’s occupied terri- 
• tones to study the disturbances 
which have pitted Palestinians 
against Israelis, legislators have 
said. 

The Israeli embassy has com- 
plained about the visit to the 
Br azilian government, calling it 
inopportune, unconstructive and 
an interference in Israel’s domes- 
tic affairs, embassy spokesman 
Don Goren said. 

Israeli Ambassador Yitzhak 
Sarfaty said the Brazilian legisla- 
tors would be travelling to the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip as 
tourists. 

Goren quoted the ambassador 
as saying that “any local military 
co mman der will be able to Stop 
the group moving around, in 
accordance with the operational 
rules in the area." 

One Brazilian congressman, 
Amaury Muller, told Renters 
the ambassador's statements 
were an attempt at in timidati on. 


Muller, of the leftwing Demo- 
cratic Labour Party (PDT), said 
by telephone from Rio de Janeiro 
that the delegation bad been au- 
thorised by congress to “check 
the situation of violence which 
the Palestinian people lives in the 
territories occupied by Israel.” 
He added: "We are not going 
as simple tourists. We are Brazi- 
lian legislators, with diplomatic 
passports. We are going to 
observe, without intimidation, 
what is happening to the Palesti- 
nian people, which has a legiti- 
mate right to hold its territory 
and make its history, as Brazilian 
diplomacy recognises.” 

Foreign Ministry officials and 
the Israeli embassy denied a re- 
port in the Joinal Do Brasil news- 
paper that Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres had telephoned 
Brasilia to express his official 
displeasure at the planned visit. 

At least 38 Palestinians have 
been killed by Israelis in five 
weeks' of protests in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 


U.S. firm begins capping 
damaged Iranian platform 


DUBAI (R) — An American 
fire-fighting company has begun 
the dangerous job of capping an 
Iranian offshore o3 well damaged 
in a U.S. attack last October, oil 
sources said. 

The Houston-based company 
WUd Well Control has teamed up 
with Dutch salvage operators 
Smit Tak International to cap 
the leak at Iran’s Rostam oil 
platform in the central Gulf. 

The well has been spewing 
crude since U.S. warships bom- 
barded Rostam on Oct. 19 in 
retaliation for a Silkworm missile 
attack on a U.S.-flagged tanker 
off Kuwait. 

Washington said Iran launched 
the miss ile and was using Rostam 
as a base for Iranian gunboat 
attacks in the Gulf. Tehran de- 
nied the charge. 

Iranian technicians have been 
burning off the oil to try to reduce 


pollution, but the sources said a 
second fire on the platform’s pro- 
duction pipe would have to be 
extinguished before the well 
could be capped. 

“There are two fires which 
have been burning ever since the 
platform was hit,” one source 
said. 

“One is a large one which we 
believe the Iranians are fuelling 
to burn off the oil. The other is a 
small but uncontrolled fire on the 
pipe connected with the produc- 
tion head. 

Another source said it would 
take one or two months for the 
fire-fighting team to cap the well. 
. The sources said it was difficult 
to estimate how much crude had 
gushed from the field, which had 
reserves of 4.2 billion barrels, but 
falling pressure showed a signifi- 
cant amount had already spewed 
into the Gulf. 
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NEW YORK (R) — Secretary of 
State George Shultz has said that 
the Soviets were moving too 
slowly toward a United Nations 
Security Council resolution im- 
posing an arms embargo on Iran, 
tbe New - York Times said. 

“The Soviets seem to be reluc- 
tant about the follow-on resolu- 
tion,” the Times quoted Shultz as 
saying in a luncheon interview 
with its Washington staff. 

Shultz said “we haven't made 
as much headway as we should 
have” on a draft of a resolution 
following up on a U.N. measure 
last July in which the Security 
Council demand both Iran and 
Iraq agree to an immediate cease- 
fire. 

“The Soviets have been mov- 
ing, but not very fast” on a U.N. 
move to put an end to the seven- 
year-old war, the newspaper 
quoted Shultz as saying in its 
Saturday editions. 

After more than three months 
of pressure by the United States, 
the Soviet Union joined the 14 
other Security Council members 
on Christmas Eve in publicly 
announcing a readiness to pro- 
ceed with an embargo on sending 


arms to Iran, which had refused 
to accept the July 20 U.N. de- 
mand. 

The five permanent members 
of the Security Council — the Uni- 
ted States, China. Britain, France 
and the Soviet Union — have met 
three times since then, but their 
progress has been held up by 
Soviet insistence on a U.N. Guff 
naval task force. 

“Before you talk about military 
forces, you should talk about 
what those military forces are 
supposed to do,” Shultz said. 
“What is the mission? They (the 
Soviets) haven't made a dear 
statement about what this mission 
would be.” 

A U.S. naval task force has 
been present in die Gulf since last 
summer to escort 11 Kuwaiti 
tankers flying U.S. Hags. 

Soviet Ambassador Aleksandr 
Belonogov told Reuters on 
Thursday that: “We think that 
there may be a time when such a 
resolution will become absolutely 
necessary." 

But he told reporters that 
Secretary General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar should first have more 
talks with Tehran and Iraq. 


Iranian father and son 
held in U S. arms sting 


BOSTON (R) — An Iranian im- 
porter and his U.S. resident son 
were arrested on Friday on 
charges of trying to buy high-tech 
weapons parts for illegal export 
to Iran, U.S. Customs Service 
offidals said. 

They said the father and son. 
were arrested by customs agents 
after paying $280,000 — including 
a $100,000 bribe intended for an 
aims firm official — for missile 
radar parts during a sting opera- 
tion in a Boston railroad yard. 

Ahmad Modaressi, 64, who 
owns Anahid Import Export Co. 
of Istanbul, Turkey and Tehran 
and his son, Majid of Cincinnati, 
were ordered held for a hearing 
on Tuesday. Tbe younger man is 


married to an American woman, 
a customs spokesman said. 

The pair could face up to SI 
million in fines and 15 years in 
prison each if convicted of violat- 
ing the U.S. Aims Export Con- 
trol Act and conspiracy. 

William Simmons, customs 
special agent in charge, said the 
younger Modaressi contacted an 
official of a suburban Boston firm 
that makes the Hawk missile sys- 
tem and asked for military spare 
parts. A customs spokesman 
identified the firm as Raytheon 
Corp. 

The executive immediately 
contacted customs agents and an 
undercover operative was 
assigned to tbe case.

Sofaer: Closing 
PLO’s U.N. 
office violates 
law 

NEW YORK — Abraham 
Sofaer, the State Department leg- 
al adviser, says that closing the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) observer mission to 
tbe United Nations, as Congress 
has mandated, would violate in- 
ternational law. 

Sofaer said in an interview re- 
cently that shutting the 13-year- 
old mission could result in a 
lawsuit against the United States 
in the International Court of Jus- 
tice in Tbe Hague. 

He said the congressional man- 
date “has the dear implication 
that Congress doesn't care if it , 
violates international law.” 

“We think that’s unfortunate,” 
he added. 

Sofaer’s remarks are the 
dearest to date that the adminis- 
tration believes it cannot legally 
dose the FLO mission. State De- 
partment officials have expressed 
concern that a battle with the 
United Nations over the PLO 
office would prompt widespread 
criticism from Arab governments 
and even the United States’s 
closest allies, and would engen- 
der widespread sympathy for the 
PLO. 

Last month, the General 
Assembly voted 125 to 1 to affirm 
the PLO’s right to maintain its 
missi on. Israel cast tbe only nega- 
tive vote, while the United States 
refused to partidpate. 

“It is not good for the United 
States to be sued or to be taken 
by the United Nations to a media- 
tion board and to be challenged by 
the U.N. General Assembly on 
the legitimacy of its decisions 
relating to its functions as host 
country ” Sofaer said.

Hopes raised for imminent release 
of Cordes as Genscher meets Assad 


DAMASCUS (R) — West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans-Diet- 
rich Genscher held talks with 
Syrian President Hafez Al Assad 
on Saturday amid renewed hopes 
for the imminent release of West 
German hostage Rudolf Conics 
in Lebanon. 

High-ranking Syrian Foreign 
Ministry officials safe! Damascus 
had intensified its efforts to gain 
the release of foreigners mi s s i ng 
in Lebanon and believed kidnap- 
ped by militant pro-Iranian 
groups. 

Genscher discussed the hostage 
issue with Foreign Minister 
Farouk Al Shara after he arrived 
in Syria on Friday for an official 
visit. West German Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Jurgen 
Chrobog told Reuters. 

“Genscher expressed Ger- 
many's thanks to Syria for the 
role it played with other parties to 
obtain the release of former hos- 
tage Alfred Schmidt and express- 
ed hope that similar efforts be 
exerted for Cordes,” Chrobog 
said. 

Cordes, who enters his second 
year in captivity on Sunday, and 
Schmidt, who was freed in 
September, were seized by a 
group calling itself the Freedom 
Stragglers in retaliation for the 
arrest of Lebanese hijack suspect 
Mohammad Ali Hamadi in 
Frankfurt. 

In Beirut, the weekly magazine 
Ash Shiran on Friday quoted 
“highly knowledgeable” sources as 
saying secret negotiations for the 
release of Cordes had come to a 
halt 

It said the kidnappers were 
waiting for the result of the trial 
in Duesseldorf of Hamadi’s 
brother Abbas, accused of taking 
part in the abduction of Cordes. 

Chrobog said Genscher also 
told Shara that terr oris m had to 


be foughr throughout the workt 

Syria's ambassador to West 
Gennany, Sttkznan Haddad, said 
tire visit by Genscher. whose 
country is ament chairman of the 
European C omman ity, signalled 
an important step m boosting 
relations between Syria and West 
Europe. 

Relations were strained after 
Britain accused Damascus of in- 
volvement in trying to sabotage 
an airliner in 1986 and senior 
European officials were banned 
from going to Syria. 

Tbe ban was lifted after 20 
months and French Foreign 
Minister Jean-Beroard Rasnond 
visited Damascus last October. 
His visit was followed by (he 
release of two French hostages in 
Lebanon. 

Haddad said the West’s accusa- 
tion that Syria supported terror- 
ism had proved incorrect. Syria 
condemned all ads of terrorism 
and had called for an internation- 
al conference to define what con- 
stituted terrorism, he said. 

Asked whether any moves had 
been made to normalise relations 
between Syria and Britain, se- 
vered in 1986 over the plane 
bomb charge, Haddad said no- 
thing had been done and the 
matter was a British affair. 

Before his talks with Assad, 
Genscher met Prime Minister 
Mahmoud Al Zobi to review eco- 
nomic and c o mm ercial coopera- 
tion between Syria and West Ger- 
many, officials said.

West still sceptical about joint Gulf naval force

BAHRAIN — A Soviet proposal 
for a joint U.N. naval force to 
protect Gulf shipping met with a 
cool response in the West, but 
may offer the only way out of 
political deadlock over an Iran 
arms embargo, regional diplo- 
mats said. 

Western nations are unlikely to 
go along with Moscow’s demand 
to submit their warships in -the 
Gulf to a U.N. command. But a 
small force to patrol the entrance 
to the Gulf in the Strait of Hor- 
muz and to enforce an embargo 
against Tehran may be an accept- 
able compromise. 

“If the West and Moscow make 
the effort, a small force could be 
workable,” said one Western di- 
plomat. 

“It might not be 100 per cent 
effective but at least it would 
break the impasse at the U.N. 
and revive peace efforts.” 

Western nations have three 
main objections to a large fence 
patrolling tbe length of the Gulf. 

— Strategic: A U.N. force 
would allow Moscow to increase 
its foothold in the Gulf after a. 
series of diplomatic setbacks. 

— Military: NATO naval com- 
manders are said to be concerned 


about working bow to bow with 
tiie Soviet navy which could ex- 
amine at dose quarters latest 
technology and weapons. 

— Practical: Co-ordination 
among NATO navies and stan- 
dardisation of communications 
equipment has made great adv- 
ances. But liaison with Soviet 
ships could prove difficult. 

The U.N. Security Council's 
unanimous resolution calling for 
a ceasefire in the Iran-Iraq war, 
passed on July 20 last year, has 
become bogged down after 
Tehran's refusal to comply.

And the Council's five perma- 
nent members, the United States, 
Britain, France, the Soviet Union 
and China, have been unable to 
agree cm an arms embargo to 
back the original peace demand. 

Moscow has recently indicated 
it would be willing to drop its 
objections to sanctions — urged 
by Washington and London — if 
a U.N. force was set up. But 
diplomats say that would mean 
Western navies surrendering in- 
dependent control of their 
warships now plying the Gulf. 

U.S. Defence Secretary Frank 
Carluoci, on his first tour of the 
region since taking over the top 


idea during his recent visit to 
Kuwait.

He told newsmen Washington 
was prepared to discuss it and 
listen to constructive ideas but 
added the concept was “vague.”

One of the main reasons the 
U.S. agreed to step up its naval 
presence last July was to counter 
a diplomatic offensive by Moscow 
which had secured far closer rela- 
tions with Gulf states. 

But Soviet overtures to Iran 
late last year undid much of that 
progress and official media in tbe 
Gulf have turned increasingly 
hostile, accusing Moscow of play- 


ing a double game. 

A U.N. force, with a degree of 
international anonymity, would 
have tbe advantage of redndng 
political concern building in Bri- 
tain and the United States tiur 
navies could get sucked into an 
open conflict with Iran, dipfotnatt 
said.

In Baghdad, Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat said Friday 
that Israeli forces had killed a 
total of 75 Palestinians during the 
five weeks of protests in the West , 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Arafat handed reporters lists of 
75 names of Palestinians he said 
were killed by Israeli forces since 
protests started in the occupied 
territories on Dec. 9. The lists 
gave details on their ages and 
when and where each one was 
killed. 

According to the unofficial 
death toll in Israel, 39 Palesti- 
nians have been killed in the 
protests.

Khatib urges conservation energy 



AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Energy and Mineral Resources 
Hisham Al Khatib Saturday stres- 
sed the need for energy conserva- 
tion in Jordan. He said that ener- 
gy costs were a heavy burden on 
the national economy, and that 
all measures must be taken to 
prevent energy waste. 

The minister was addressing 
the opening session of a training 
seminar for directors of energy 
departments organised by the 
Ministry of Energy and Mineral 
Resources m cooperation with 
the European Community (EC). 

Khatib outlined the prog- 
rammes his ministry is currently 
executing in coordination with' 


government departments, espe- 
cially those programmes for train- 
ing engineers and technicians in 
energy planning and improving 
the efficiency of equipment used 
in power generation and supply. 

In his speech at the session, EC 
delegate to Jordan Marcello Pal- 
in ieri described projects im- 
plemented in Jordan with EC 
help since the mid-1970s. He 
said that these joint efforts had 
led to an improvement in energy 
management and conservation in 
the Kingdom. 

Palm ieri then praised the 
fruitful cooperation between the 
EC and the Ministry of Energy 


and Mineral Resources. 

Director of the Department of 
Industrial Energy at the Ministry 
of Energy and Mineral Resources 
Rashad Abu Ras explained that 
the participants will hear lectures 
by energy experts from Jordan 
and European countries on ener- 
gy management, insulation, cen- 
tral heating, energy cost control 
systems and energy consumption. 
Other topics to be reviewed are: 
conserving energy in large build- 
ings, refrigeration systems and 
airconditioning. 

Several senior ministry officials 
were present at the opening ses- 
sion.

“He and the King will be trying 
to consolidate the joint Arab 
stand adopted at the Amman 
summit," the minister, who asked 
not to be named, told Reuters. 

Talking to Egyptian reporters 
accompanying toe president, the 
King said efforts towards bolster- 
ing Arab solidarity had made 
great progress but “we are still at 
tbe beginning of the road and toe 
responsibility falls on us to con- 
tinue on the path." 

He said efforts “that we exert 
‘towards Arab solidarity are with 
caution and vigil so that our steps 
;do not falter in facing chal- 
lenges.” 

The King described his recent 
visit to toe Soviet Union as very 
successful and said be was very 
much pleased with toe outcome 
of his talks with toe Soviet lead- 
ers. He said he had sensed that 
the Soviet leadership “is dyna- 
mic, aware and informed, and 
ready to contribute to efforts for 
bringing about peace and security 
in this part of tbe world.” 

In reply to a question, the King 
said while the U.S. had been a 
traditional source for weapons for 
Jordan, toe Kingdom had started 
acquiring arms from other 
sources such as Eastern and 
Western European states, the 
Soviet Union and Oiina 
On tbe Palestinian problem 
and efforts to settle it, the King 
said there had been “increasing 
international interest in our cause 
and I can be sure that there is also 
great concern over the uprising in 
toe occupied territories against 
Israel’s occupation and its arbit- 
rary measures." 

“The uprising is indeed effec- 
tive, and it is an internal Arab 
action against occupation" the 
people living in West Bank and 
Gaza, the King said. 

On the Gulf war, the King 
expressed hope that the conflict 
would end soon, serially when 
“Iran feels that toe Arabs are 
standing as one hand and one 
heart." 

On Syrian- Iraqi relations, the 
King said doors were open be- 
tween Damascus and Baghdad 
and expressed hope that dialogue 
would continue between the two 
for the benefit of their mutual 
benefit. 


The King- said he was plea- 
sed to have met Mubarak at 
toe end of the Egyptian leader's 
successful visit to toe Gulf. “I was 
informed that all the ‘Arab lead- 
ers were keen in meeting Presi- 
dent Mubarak," he said. “Our 
march is one and our goals are 
the same," he added. 

Mubarak flew to Aqaba after a 
surprise visit to Baghdad where 
he held talks with Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein and Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
said Mubarak and the Iraqi lead- 
er discussed “Iraq’s decisive capa- 
bility to crush any possible Ira- 
nian aggression." 

Mubarak discussed toe Palesti- 
nian protests with Arafat during 
their meeting in Baghdad, a PLO 
spokesman said. 

“(They) reiterated the signifi- 
cance of Egypt... stemming from 
its political and moral responsibil- 
ity towards the Palestinian peo- 
ple," tbe spokesman said. 

Arafat and Mubarak agreed on 
the “grave situation in the occu- 
pied territories” and discussed 
“means of supporting the Palesti- 
nians financially, morally and 
politically," Bassam Abu Sharif, 
a key Arafat aide, said. 

“They agreed on tbe necessity 
to move promptly to provide in- 
ternational protection for the 
Palestinians in the Israeli-occu- 
pied territories," he said? 

Abu Sharif said both Arafat 
and Mubarak agreed on the im- 
portance to convene an interna- 
tional conference on the Middle 
East, and Mubarak expressed the 
opinion that the time is ripe to 
hold such a meeting. 

“President Mubarak said he 
will discuss the issue with leaders 
of the countries he is going to visit 
later this month." 

Mubarak is expected to hold 
talks later this month with offi- 
cials in France, Italy, West Ger- 
many, and Britain. He is sche- 
duled for talks with U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan in 
Washington Jan. 28. 


Soviet message to PLO 

Arafat met Friday night with 
the Soviet ambassador in Bagh- 
dad, Viktor Minin, who conveyed 
to him a message from Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev dealing 
with toe situation in the occupied 


territories, a PLO spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman, requesting 
anonymity, said Gorbachev ex- 
pressed support for the PLO and 
toe Palestinians, and renewed 
Moscow's position on the necessi- 
ty for convening an international 
Middle East peace conference. 

Gorbachev also promised to 
render more support for the 
Palestinian people, the spokes- 
man said. 

Gorbachev's letter was in reply 
to Arafat, who had written to the 
Soviet leader about toe “con- 
tinued oppression of Israelis 
against the Palestinians," the 
Soviet news agenty TASS said. 

It gave no details of Arafat's 
letter, but quoted from Gor- 
bachev's reply. 

“The Soviet Union condemns 
toe unlawful actions of Israel 
while it continues its campaign 
against the Palestinian people,” 
Gorbachev wrote, according to 
TASS. 

“The Soviet people and all 
people of good will are indignant 
at the violent measures used by 
the Israeli authorities towards 
Palestinians who are trying to 
express their rights,” Gorbachev 
wrote. 

He repealed a Soviet call for an ' 
international conference on toe 
Middle East, with participation of 
all members of toe U.N. Security 
Council and all interested parties 
in the region including toe PLO, 
TASS said. 

It said the PLO was “the only 
lawful representative of the 
Palestinian people." 

In another development, Abu 
Sharif accused Israeli leaders of 
trying to mislead international 
public opinion by talking about a 
possible settlement in the occu-' 
pied territories. 

Commenting on proposals by 
Israeli leaders to negotiate with 
Palestinians who are not linked to 
the PLO, Abu Sharif said: “The 
issue is so clear, the Israeli lead- 
ers are trying to bluff internation- 
al opinion by offering proposals 
which they well know nobody can 
accept because they bypass toe 
actual truth.” 

“They try to hide the sun with 
their fingers," he said. "The PLO 
is the sole and legitimate repre- 
sentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple and it has expressed its readi- 
ness to participate in toe interna- 
tional conference for peace in toe 
Middle East on equal footing 
with al! parties concerned and in 
accordance with all U.N. resolu- 
tions," he said. 
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Formidable obstacles 

IN his interview with Britain’s Independent Television News 
Thursday, His Majesty King Hussein accurately summed up 
the situation in the Middle East by naming Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak S ham ir and like-minded leaders in Israel as 
the principal obstacle to peace. The United States was 
pinpointed as a dose second to Shamir in responsibility for the 
inertia in the peace process in the Middle East. Both parties, 
His Majesty said, have prevented the convening of the 
international peace conference, and, for that reason, they must 
be held accountable for the deterioration of the situation In the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip leading to the popular Palestinian 
uprising in the occupied territories. 

King Hussein made dear that the stalemate in the peace 
process was not fundamentally linked with the PLO or its 
chairman, Yasser Arafat. The central challenge has always 
been the convening of the proposed international peace 
conference; all parties which stand in its way are the main 
villains, and not the PLO. 

One of the highlights of King Hussein’s interview was his 
assertion that both the Arab countries and the PLO have flailed 
the Palestinian people living under occupation. He described 
this failure as responsible for the development of a new 
dimension in the Arab-Israeli conflict — the upsurge of a new 
force from within the occupied territories. The question that 
comes to mind is whether this nascent and growing force 
among the Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza Strip could 
become one of the main interlocutors in any negotiations 
between the Arab patties and Israel. It would surely be 
perilous if the Arab parties became more divided and 
competitive among themselves; still, one cannot question the 
validity of the proposition that the genuine representatives of 
this new dement in the Arab-Israeli equation should have a 
central voice in any process intended for the resolution of the 
conflict. • • 

But be that as it may, the most basic question remains: WOl 
we have an international peace conference? The only thing 
beyond doubt is that Shamir and company, and the U.S., 
remain the principal obstades to peace in our region, directly 
or indirectly responsible for the increasing violence in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. ■ ■■■■'■

AlRa’i: Successful visit 

EGYPTIAN President Hosni Mubarak has completed a tour of the 
Gulf countries and Iraq during which he showed a lot of wisdom and 
reason in tackling the situation in the Gulf region. Mubarak bad- 
intended from the beginning to make the tour one that would 
enhance solidarity among Arab states: and accordingly, during his 
trip he was careful to reiterate Egypt's firm stand with regard to the 
Middle East question and the Gulf war and to emphasise the need for 
deepening the collective Arab stand in the wake of a successful Arab 
summit meeting in Amman. Mubarak has clearly projected the 
leading nationalist role of his country and its weight in the Arab 
World. He showed that the restoration of Arab countries’ 
relations with Cairo served as the first step in bolstering solidarity 
among Arabs for the sake of building up a national force capable of 
dealing with all problems confronting the Arab Nation as a whole. 
Mubarak who arrives Saturday in Amman is also keen on briefing 
King Hussein on the outcome of his successful Gulf tour. He is keen 
to show that Amman and Cairo are together launching a successful 
diplomatic campaign and moving forward with confidence, seeking to 
achieve peace based on justice in the Middle East and in the Gulf 
region. Mubarak's visit here reflects the Egyptian president's 
keenness on maintaining the pan- Arab spirit wbicb prevailed during 
the Arab summit in Amman last November. We welcome the 
Egyptian president and hope that the joint Jordanian-Egyptian 
process will achieve success at all levels. 

AlDustour: Palestinian uprising continues 

ISRAEL Friday followed up its atrocities in the occupied Arab 
territories by attacking worshipers at A1 Aqsa Mosque, one of the 
holiest shrines of Islam, killing and injuring more Arab citizens. The 
Israeli authorities bave on purpose chose the Aqsa Mosque as a new 
site for their new crime and for shedding the blood of worshipers 
there in order to deter all Arabs from pursuing their uprising against 
occupation. The attack on the mosque and the worshipers should not 
be regarded as similar to those other attacks on Arabs and Muslims 
throughout the occupied region over the past two months, but rather 
as one on a place considered sacred to all Muslims of the world. The 
attack on the mosque was preceded by a hostile campaign in which 
the Israelis bad threatened to carry out more repressive measures 
against the Palestinians who are now rebelling against occupation. 
The attack on the Aqsa Mosque was another hideous crime 
committed by the Israeli troops against the Muslim people and their 
faith. It is true that Israel is gening away with its crimes and escaping 
punishment due to tbe continued support and backing of a 
superpower which protects Israel at the Security Council. Yet. we 
believe that the Zionists should not escape unpunished for their 
crimes against the Arab and Islamic nations and their holy shrines 
and their acts of sacrilege in mosques. We consider the attack on the 
Aqsa Mosque as one directed against the Islamic nation at large, and 
insistently urge all Islamic nations to take proper action not only to 
support the Arab people under Israel's rule, but also to deter Israel 
from committing similar violations which are intended to insult the 
feelings of the Islamic nation. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Overcoming obstacles 

THE Mubarak-Hussein meeting on Saturday is designed to formu- 
late a pan-Arab stand and to enable tbe Arab Nation to attain a 
flexible policy capable of overcoming the present obstacles placed by 
Israel in the path of peace. The two leaders who hold identical views 
will be reviewing the outcome of Mubarak's tour of the Gulf region 
and a pan-Arab strategy that would stem Iran’s aggressive nature, 
and enable the U.N. Security Council to implement its 598 
resolution. The talks also come at a time when the Arab people of the 
occupied regions are ; continuing their uprising in the face of Israeli 
atrocities and struggling for freedom. Both leaders are convinced that 
Israel would not continue its terrorism against the Arab population if 
it was not supported by the United States which supplies it with the 
means to perpetuate its occupation and its inhuman practices. The 
Arab leaders who achieved agreement and consensus at their summit 
last November realise that that Israel cannot continue to tamper with 
security and peace in this region.

Is flat income tax rate feasible? 


THE director general of die Income Tax Department announced 
another fall in the 1987 revenues from the income tax. He blamed 
the fall on tax exemptions and the “incentives" that were 
introduced by amendments to the income tax law in 1985. 

Exemptions and incentives were meant to reduce tax revenue 
during the first and second years of their application, but now three 
years after their introduction we witness a further decline in the tax 
proceeds, especially in the contribution of shareholding companies. 

Tax incentives cost the Treasury some JD 10 million a year. 
However It is still not clear whether this sacrifice on behalf of the 
Treasury has actually yielded the intended results, namely more 
profitability for the companies, or has only helped managers to 
relax their competitive drive. 

It is high time to evaluate each one of these incentives. Some 
incentives did have a positive impact,. but others failed to influence 
the behaviour of companies in the desired direction. 

The worst incentive, from the cost/benefit point of view, was the 
exemption of banks and financial companies from tax on gross 
interest and profits derived from bonds, treasury bills, offshore 
deposits, and external branches without excluding the costs of 
producing the exempted income. 

The result of this incentive was that the banking system shifted its 


attention from financing industrial, agricultural and commercial 
projects owned and run by the private sector to the finanang of tbe 
budget deficit and public sector corporations guaranteed by tbe 
government, thus crowding out the private sector. 

Tbe second such incentive was the partial exemption granted on 
the profits of exports. This simply did not work. Exports did not 
grow since 1984. Firms which could make mo ney thro u gh exp orts 
did not need an incentive to maximise their exports, rams that 
were unable to make money due to their high cost could not benefit 
from the exemption. In both cases die exemption did not change 
anything except the tax proceeds. This could not continue to be 
classified as an incentive. 

Tbe proceeds of the income tax in 1987 did not exceed JD 45 
million, less than 4.5 per cent of the central governm ent bu dget or 9 
per cent of domestic revenue, or 2.5 per cent of gross national 
product. Income tax, it seems, is no more that sensitive and 
untouchable source of revenue for the government. 

A major concern at this time is to attract more productive 
investments, in order to create growth and jobs. Therefore, the 
income tax file may have to be opened for reconsideration since the 
income tax has by itself become a negative incentive for invest- 
ments. Some measure could be taken to improve the investment 


environment. Perhaps the income tax formula codd be riadfaj 
and fte naes used m a way to daaiiiate the negatiw^y** 
tax and the reasons behind tax evading and avOning- 
We can do away with afi exemptions, dednetions an d exemp- 
tions. All sorts of aoomc, i rresp e ctive of source, can be wqected 
to tax, because incoae tax is the other side of good atowwap. 

As far the brackets, we can levy 5 per cent Sal « «> income of 
individuals who cam JD 500 a month or less, and 10 per «f on 
higher incomes. As far as companies are concened, *e cm levy 10 
per cent ooly if the net profits (fid not exceed tbe pre vaiwg rate of 
interest and 10 per cent if the profits were higher. Interest earned 
on deposits, bonds etc., can pay 5 .per cent acro ss rite board. 

In this manner tax avoidance, legitimate or otherwise, sboold 
disappear. The accounting for tax would be extremely wntpfe and 
straight forward, and the proceeds would even be higher. More 
important, the form of shareholding c om pa n y will again become 
feasible and attractive. Companies cur ren tly are overtaxed as if 
they represent an undesirable form of business organisation. 

Rejections for tbe five years devetopmeat plan inmate that the 
return on invested capital is rather tow. Investment may no* be 
financially feasible if investors were subjected to 40 to 50 per cent 
tax on their gross profits. Such high rates inhibit investments and do 
not generate substantial tax proceeds. 


One Israeli’s anguish over deportation of Palestinian friend

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM — 
To most Israelis, the four Palesti- 
nians expelled from the West 
Bank for fomenting anti-Israeli 
protests are little more than a 
string of names, ages and prison 
records. 

But not to Daiia Landau. One 
of the deportees, Bashir Al 
Kheiri, is her friend, and their 
friendship illuminates the anguish 
many Israelis feel about their 
Palestinian neighbours. 

It seems an unlikely rela- 
tionship. The 40-year-old Israeli 
woman is described by friends as 
extremely private and not given 
to public gestures. The Palesti- 
nian is an avowed militant who 
has spent 15 years in prison as a 
convicted ‘‘terrorist.” 

This week, while in a hospital 


waiting to give birth to her first 
child, Mrs. Landau beard to her 
dismay that Ai Kheiri was being 
deported. Sbe wrote him a letter, 
then derided to publish it. 

Her husband Yehezkel typed 
her longhand draft and took it to 
The Jerusalem Post, which pub- 
lished it Thursday across nearly 
half its back page (the letter 
appears in full belowj. 

As one editor remarked, “It 
was one of tbe most moving 
things I ever read." 

The story of this friendship is 
filled with poignant Middle East- 
ern imagery — a stone honse, a 
lemon tree, an old man's tears, a 
young man’s anger and a pre- 
gnant woman's fears for the 
world that awaits her child. 

“We got to know each other 20 
years ago under unusual and un- 
expected circumstances," the let- 
ter begins.

They first met after the 1967 
Mideast war when Al Kheiri 
showed up at the house where sbe 
and her famil y lived. The house, 
in the central Palestinian city of 
Ramie, was where Al Kheiri was 
bora. The Al Kheiris had fled 
when Israel took Ramie in 1948. 
Now it was occupied by Daiia 
Landau and her family, immig- 
rants from Bulgaria. 

Al Kheiri’s visit “was my first 
encounter with. Palestinians,” 
wrote Mrs. Landau. She then 
visited his family in the West 
Bank city of Ramallah. They 
disagreed profoundly on politics. 
She believed in a Jewish state. He 
believed Zionism was a crime. 
But they became good friends. 

One day Al Kheiri ’s father, 
aged and blind, came to visit the 


house in Ramie. 

“He touched the rugged stones 
of the house. He then asked if the 
lemon tree was still in the back- 
yard. He was led to the abundant 
tree, which he had planted many 
years before. He caressed it and 
stood silent. Tears were rolling 
down his face." 

Mrs. Landau’s father gave him 
a lemon as a memento. Years 
later the old man’s wife told Mrs. 
Landau that on restless nights her 
husband would pace tbe room 
clutching the shriveled lemon. 

In her hospital bed she wrote: 
“Ever since I met you, the feeling 
has been growing in me that 
home was not just my home. The 
lemon tree which yielded so much 
fruit and gave us so much delight 
lived in other people’s hearts 


too. 

Her friendship compelled her 
to re-examine her strongest be- 
liefs. She had always believed the 
Arabs fled Ramie because they 
were cowards . Now sbe disco- 
vered they had been expelled by 
force. “My love for my country 
was losing its innoc e nce,** she 
wrote. 

In 1970, AJ Kheiri went to jail. 
Mrs. Landau married and moved 1 
to Jerusalem. Tbe friendship sur- 
vived. “I felt that yon and 1, your 
family and mine, were bound by a 
strange destiny, that the house 
with which cmr childhood memor- 
ies were connected had forced us 
to face each other.” 

She wrote unforgrvmgly about 
his “terrorist" actions, but 
accepted that be would regard 


Israeli bombing raids on Palesti- 
nian targets as terrorism too. She 
felt that his militancy alienated 
Israelis like herself who believe m 
Palestinian national rights, but 
wrote that Ms deportation was 
wrong, because it made him a 
refugee fra a second time and 
deprived his children of a father, 
which would make them hate 
Israelis even more. 

“Our childhood memories 
yours and mine, are intertwi ne d 
in a tragic way. If we cannot find 
means to transform that tragedy 
into a shared Messing, our ding- 
ing to the past will destroy oar: 
future." 

The letter concluded: 

Allah Ma'ak — May God be 
with you.

Israel puts growing constraint 
on media coverage of uprising

TEL AVTV — Israel, while 
avowing freedom of tbe press, is 
making it increasingly difficult for 
news media to cover the uprising 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip., journalists and. cam- 
eramen say. 

The constraints include wide- 
spread curfews, the impromptu 
declaration of closed military 
areas, and in some cases, threats 
and physical assaults on 
newsmen. 

Tbe restrictions reflect Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s view 
that Western media coverage of 
the uprising in which Israeli 
troops have shot dead at least 39 
Palestinians, has been biased. 

"All soldiers hate the press 
now." an officer in the army 
spokesman's unit told a reporter 
in Gaza this week. 

That resentment has boiled 
over into violence. 

Soldiers beat up Israeli photo- 
grapher Amir Weinberg, took his 
film and broke his cameras last 
Saturday after they caught him 
taking pictures of troops hitting a 
Palestinian in Gaza Strip town 
that had been declared a dosed 
military area. 

When two Renter journalists 
followed U.N. Under Secretary 
General Marrack Go aiding out of 
a car park in Rafah on Wednes- 
day, one soldier kicked their car 
and another slammed his rifle 


butt into its side, denting the 
vehide. 

An officer earlier ordered 
another soldier to seize the 
cameras of Renter photographer 
Spiros Mantzalis who was taking 
pictures of demonstrators 
dashing with troops outride the 
U.N. building. A U.N. offidal 
intervened to rescue him. 

In the same incident, a soldier 
confiscated the film of two photo- 
graphers at gunpoint. 

On several occasions last week, 
troops have levelled guns at jour- 
nalists photographing arrests or 
patrols in areas officially open to 
coverage. 

Israel denies any intention to 
impose a South African-style 
blanket ban on coverage of tbe 
uprising. 

“There is no general policy to 
exdude the media from the terri- 
tories,” said Major Offra Preus, 
the army’s foreign press liaison 
officer. “We are dosing areas 
only when it is needed for oper- 
ational reasons." 

In practice, however, each time 
cameras appear, officers now 
reach for photocopied orders 
which they say empower them to 
declare any area dosed at any 
time. 

Palestinians in the occupied 
territories have generally web 
corned the foreign media, but 
several press cars were attacked 
this week because protesters sus- 
pected they were being used as a 
cover by Israeli security men. 


An Israeli security source said 
undercover agents from an army 
unit codenamed “shimshon” 
were indeed travelling around the 
Gaza Strip disguised as journal- 
ists, and ambushing protesters. 

Asked to comment, the army 
spokeswoman said: “We have no 
knowledge of this.” . 

She did however confirm the 
army had its own camera crews 
working in Gaza to collect evi- 
dence against protesters. 

Israeli hostility to the foreign 
media was illustrated when Sha- 
mir’s spokesman, Avi Pazner, 
went on television to report un- 
checked allegations that a cam- 
eraman for the American ABC 
network had paid Palestinians to 
stage protests for the cameras. 

An army investigation found 
the charge was totally unfounded 
and the cameraman had merely 
pulled out his wallet to show his 
press card. 

Asked if he witbdrew his state- 
ment, Pazner said: “No, no, no, 
no, no. I did not make any 
allegation and I did not make any 
accusation. I just said that the 
army complained to me about the 
case. I am very pleased they 
found that nothing happened.” 

Israel has not used its con- 
troversial military censorship to 
restrict news of the unrest, except 
to bar journalists from reporting 
when, how and where five 
Palestinian activists were to be 
deported. 


After Chiang dynasty, 

Taiwan faces new challenges

TAIPEI, Taiwan — Nationalist 
Taiwan is without a charismatic 
leader from Chiang Kai-Shek's 
family for the first time, a sober- 
ing prospect as the nation faces a 
restive population and a long- 
standing rivalry with C hina. 

President Chiang Ching-Kuo, 
77-year-old son of the late 
Nationalist Chinese World War II 
leader, died of a heart attack 
Wednesday, ending six decades 
of rule by tbe family. 

The Chiang-led Nationalist 
Party first ruled mainland China 
but was farced to escape to 
Taiwan with 2 million followers 
after losing a civil war to the 
Communists in 1949. 

The Nationalists continued to 
maintain they were the rulers of 
all China, not just the island they 
controlled, and they limited na- 
tive Taiwanese participation in 
government. Martial law was im- 
posed and opposition political 
parties were banned. 

But the native Taiwanese, who 
make up 85 per cent of the 
island's 19.5 million population, 
began to have greater political 
aspirations as they prospered 
under successful export-oriented 
economic policies. 

Some even proposed that the 
island declare itself independent 


of China to bring about a native 
Taiwanese government, and took 
to the streets to press their views. 

It was those pressures that 
Chiang- Ching-Kuo constantly 
battled during a presidency that 
began in 1978, three years after 
his father died. 

During his final years, the 
younger Chiang sought to solidify 
public support for his Nationalist 
Party by introducing a degree of 
democracy to Taiwan and by 
keeping the emotional ties to 
China strong. 

In 1986, he allowed the first 
opposition party to form, 
although it could only run for a 
small number of legislative seats. 
He then scrapped martial law, 
which paved the way for more 
parties to form and ended a ban 
on demonstrations. 

In the fall of 1987, Chiang 
bowed to public pressure ana 
decided to allow Taiwan residents 
to travel to China to visit relatives 
left behind in the civil war. Tens 
of thousands already have reg- 
istered for such trips. 

Chiang pushed through the re- 
forms even though some aging 
Nationalists reportedly opposed 
them. Events after his death wiQ 
show whether peaceful change 
can continue or if his efforts came 
too late. 

More important is how new 
president Lee Teng-Hui, a native 


Taiwanese, fares as he tries to 
steer a course between old-guard 
Nationalists suspicious of political 
reform and Taiwanese who want 
more say. 

Without Chiang to force 
through liberalisation measures, 
the pace of change may slow 
down. Taiwan is likely to move 
toward a more consultative lead- 
ership as Lee will lack the power 
and prestige of his predecessor. 

An early sign of whether the 
party's authoritarian grip will 
continue to loosen will be what 
proposals, if any, are made to 
change the existing political sys- 
tem that ensures the majority of 
lawmakers and electoral college 
members are Nationalists from 
the mainland. 

The independence movement 
may hesitate to immediately in- 
crease pressure for concessions 
because that could give hardline 
Nationalists a reason to crack 
down. The opposition Democra- 
tic Party already has pledged to 
work with Lee and temporarily 
suspended all demonstrations. 

Chiang apparently took steps 
to ensure his successor would not 
be toppled by a coup. Observers 
said Chiang used his brother, 
Chiang Wego, who is head of the 
national security council, to bdp 
Lee win some support from the 
armed forces. 


From Daiia Landau 

DEAR Bashir, 

We got to know each other 20 
years ago under unusual and un- 
expected circumstances. Ever 
since, we have become part of 
each other’s lives. Now I hear 
that you are about to be de- 
ported. Since you are in deten- 
tion at present, and this may be 
my last chance to communicate 
with you, I have chosen to write 
this open letter. First I want to 
retell our story. 

After the six day war, you 
came with two other people to 
see -the house in Ramie where 
you were bora. This was my first 
encounter with Palestinians. My 
family and I had been living in 
this house since 1948, just after 
your family was forced to leave — 
you were a child of six then, and I 
was a year old. We had come to 
tbe new state of Israel together 
with 50,000 other Bulgarian Jews, 
and your bouse was considered 
“abandoned property.” 

Following your first visit in 
1967, I accepted your invitation 
to visit you in Ramallah, where I 
found myself surrounded tty hos- 
pitality. We talked for hours and 
established a warm personal con- 
nection. However, it became 
dear that our political views were 
very far apart. Each of us saw 
through the lense created by the 
suffering of his own people. 

But some change in perspective 
was beginning to take place in 
me. One unforgettable day, your 
father came to our house in 
Ramie, accompanied by your 
brother. Your father was then old 
and blind. He touched the rugged 
stones of the house. He then 
asked if the lemon tree was still in 
the backyard. He was led to the 
abundant tree, which he had 
planted many years before. He 
caressed it and stood silent. Tears 
were rolling down his face. 

Many years later, after the 
death of your father, your mother 
told me that, whenever he felt 
troubled at night and could not 
sleep, he would pace up and 
down your rented apartment In 
Ramallah, holding a shrivelled 
lemon in his band. It was the 
same lemon my father had given 
him on that visit. 

Ever since I met you, the feel- 
ing has been growing in me that 
home was not just my home. The 
lemon tree which yielded so much 
fruit and gave us so much delight 
lived in other people’s hearts, 
too. The spacious house with its 
high ceilings, big windows, and 
large grounds was no longer just 
an “Arab house," a desirable 
form of architecture. It had faces 
behind it now. The walls evoked 
other people's memories and 
tears. 

It was very painful for me, as a 
young woman 20 years ago, to 
wake up to a few then-wefl-hid- 
den facts. For example, we were 
all led to believe that the Arab 
population of Ramie and Lod had 
run away before the advancing 
Israeli aanv in 1948 leaving ev- 
gushed amf 

sured us. It was meant. to prevent 
guilt and remorse. But after 1967, 

I met not only you, but also an 
Israeli Jew who had personally 
participated in the expulsion from 
Ramie and Lod. He told me the 


story as he had experienced it, 
and as Yitzhak Rabin later con- 
firmed in his memoirs. 

My love for zny country was 
losing its innocence. It was taking 
on new dimensions. 

While I was learning to live 
with these painful facts, you were 
imprisoned. You were charged 
with planting a bomb that killed 
several civilians. My heart aches 
for those murdered even now. 
For your crime, you sax in prison 
for fifteen years. Passing the 
Ramie prison on my way to work, 
I 'often wondered if you were 
there. I never had the courage to 
ask. It was too painful. 

After my marriage and tbe 
death of my parents, I inherited 
the house in Ramie. I shared our 
story with my husband, and be 
and I both felt that we wanted to 
dedicate that house — to some 
healing purpose. We wished to do 
this in conjunction wi{h you, but 
we did not know whether tins was 
at all possible. Following your 
release from prison, we sought 
you out and met you. I felt that 
you and I, your family and mine, 
were bound by a strange destiny, 
that the house with which our 
childhood memories were con- 
nected had forced us to face each 
other. However, oar conversa- 
tions revealed that, despite tbe 
passage of time, your basic posi- 
tion had not changed — and this 
makes it impossible to find com- 
mon ground. Perhaps some day, 

* if we are both .willing to make 
sacrifices, some land erf mutual 
forgiveness may yet emerge. 

If you could dhsodate yourself 
from your past terrorist actions, 
your commitment to your own 
people would gain true moral 
force in my eyes. I well under- 
stand that “terror” is a term 
relative to a subjective point of 
view. Some of Israel's political 
leaders were terrorists in the past 
and have never repented. I know 
that what we consder terror from 
your side, your people considers 
their heroic armed straggle with 
the means at their disposal. What 
we consider our right to self- 
defence, when we bomb Palesti- 
nian targets from the air and 
inevitably hit civilians, you con- 
sider mass terror from the air 
with advanced technologj^Each 
side has an ingenuity for justify- 
ing its own position. How long 
shall we perpetuate this vicious 
circle? 

The first step out of this dead- 
lock is to free ourselves from 
self-justifying moral relativism. 
We are taught that the essence of 
our Jewish tradition can be en- 
capsulated in the following 
teaching: “What is hateful to you, 
do not do unto others.” Unless 
both Israelis and Palestinians can 
embrace this basic human princi- 
ple, we will not have a solid 
foundation for co-existence. That 
foundation entails the right to 
self-determination for both peo- 
ples. 

You, Bashir, are a Habash 
supporter, rejecting tbe self-de- 
termination of my people in this 
land. Most Israelis fed that the

How can your c hi ld ren avoid 
hating those who will have dep- 
rived them of their father? Will 
the legacy of pain grow and har- 
den with bitterness as it passes 
down the generations? 

It is a natural reaction to hate 
those who have made us suffer. It 
is also a natural reaction to inflict 
pain because one has suffered 
pain, and to justify it ideological- 
ly- In this small land, both our 
peoples are stuck in a fateful 
embrace. I believe that our find- 
ing each other here is potentially 
for the greater unfolding of life. 
In order to fulfil this potential, we 
all need to become more folly 
human, which, to me, means 
activating our capacity to under- 
stand the suffering of others 
through our own, and to trans- 
form pain into healing. 

It seems to me, Bashir, thax 
you win now have a new oppor- 
tunity to assume a leadership 
role. By its intention to deport 
you, Israel is actually empower- 
ing you. I appeal to you to de- 
monstrate the kind of. leadership 
that uses nonviolent means of 
struggle for your rights, a lead- 
ership based on education for the 
recognition of your enemy and 
bis relative justice.

HAMBURG (INP) — “Solar 
energy is the energy of the future, 
not just an alternative," was the 
message at the recent Wodd So- 
lar Energy Conference. Confer- 
ence chairman Horst Horster told 
delegates: ‘The energy beamed 
to the earth by the sun is about 
3.000 times more than, we con- 
sume. Enough energy Teaches the 
earth's surface from the sun in 
two-and-a-half hours to meet our 
entire world energy needs.” 

He went on: “We expect that 
solar energy will soon achieve 
great economic importance... not 
only in Third World countries 
which lack their own primary 
energy resources sncfa as coal, gas 
and oil, but in the industrialised 
countries, too. And these latter 
countries have stocks of inexpen- 
sive fossil energy sources which 
will last for decades as well as 
nuclear energy.” Horeter added 
that solar energy was environ- 
mentally compatible,, having 
none of the disadvantages occur- 


ring in the combustion Of coal, oil 
and gas. 

Experts say solar hydrogen 
technology is the . best ■ way of 
exploiting solar energy. The 
Bonn Research Ministry is chan- 
nelling DM 100 million per £ear 
into the development of this 
branch of technology. Wherever 
the sun shines long and hard, its 
energy will be convened directly 
into electricity with the help of 
solar cells (photo-voltaic). Using 
an electrolysis process,’ this power 
splits water into hydrogen and 
oxygen. The hydrogen can be fed 
by pipeline or transported in 
tankerships to whereveT needed, 
where it is then converted back 
into electricity or heat by means 
of combustion cells. 

The new technology is well 
advised in German industry. 
Already,' solar cells, are driving 
water pumps in Arab countries, 
firing lighthouses; and feeding 
emergency batteries .in outlying 
regions. The biggest project in 
this sector in the Federal Repub- 
lic of Germany is a 300 kilowatt 
solar plant on the North Sea

island of Pellworm. 

German and Saudi Arabian sci- 
entists are working together in 
testing a solar-hadrogen system in 
a DM 40-million venture in Saudi 
Arabia. This, too, receives finan- 
cial backing from the Federal 
German Research Ministry in 
Bonn. Research Minister Heinz 
Riesenhuber commented: “It's 
fascinating to think that solar 
energy captured in the Sahara 


Desen can be stored in hydrogen 
then used in Europe as electric- 
ity, heat or motor-power.” 

But there's one major draw- 
back,: The solar-hydrogen 
scheme is still too costly. Even 
with a good portion of optimism, 
it has to be admitted that the 
costs of obtaining electricity in 
this way are several times greater 
than electric energy obtained 
from eitber conventional or ato- 


mic power stations. However, 
this does not have to be for 
always. Twenty years ago, the 
price of a one- Watt solar panel 
for converting sunlight into pow- 
er was between DM 150 and DM 
250, making it feasible only for 
use in space travel or satellite 
technology. Today, the same 
item costs between DM 15 and 
DM 20 — already 10 times 
cheaper.

A bond to boost chips’ versatility 


A revolutionary type of silicon structure for making microchips is 
entering the market and fulfilling an electronics designer's dreams. 
Mary Wilkinson explains that the product, called biemos. combines 
the best of two technologies to produce fast, densely packed chip* 
with low power consumption. 


LONDON — In the acronym- 
ridden world of microelectronics 
a new name — biemos — is 
emerging rapidly from the re- 
search laboratories and into pro- 
ducts. 

A type of silicon structure for 
making microchips, it is being 
taken seriously by most of the 
world’s major chip manufactur- 
ers. Giants such as Hitachi’, 
Motorola and Fujitsu have all 
recently launched their first bio- 
mos products and early last 
month Britain’s first commercial 
biemos plant was opened in Sid- 
cup, Kent, by the American own- 
ed- company, LSI Logic. 

‘ Isf’s new ’planioSriU offerj- 
tailor-made biemos chips to cus- 
tomers in Europe, the U.S. and 
Far East *— a total world market 
that Dataquest, the market re- 
search company, believes will 
grow from almost nothing to $500 
million by 1992. . 

Biemos is causing such interest 
because it manages to combine 
the best characteristics of the two 
widely-used silicon technologies 
— bipolar and CMOS (com- 
plementary metal oxide semicon- 
ductor) — to produce the electro- 
nic designer’s dream of a fast, 
densely packed microchip with 
low power consumption. But its 
most attractive feature is that it 
allows analogue and digital func- 
tions, which would normally re- 
quire separate chips, to be put 
together neatly and cheaply on a 
single piece of silicon. 

Circuits made up of bipolar 
transistors — the oldest form of 
silicon technology — are ideal for 
handling analogue signals such as 
the undulations of human speech 
for telephone transmissions or for 
feeding a continuously changing 
cunent to control the speed of 
the likes of washing machine 
motors. 

As well as their superior per- 
formance ..bipolar circuits are fast 
and can push out a lot of current. 
On the negative side, they are 
power thirsty and bulky compared 
with the low power, diminutive 
CMOS circuits which dominate 
the microchip industry for digital 
tasks. 

By combining both types of tech- 
nology on one chip, a system 
designer can get rid of the several 
high power bipolar drips that 
normally link the CMOS comput- 
ing part of an electronic system to 
the outside world. 

This will cut the cost of and 
radically reduce the size of the 
system "box”, says Robert Blair, 
president of LSI Logic UX It 
will also make it more difficult for 
competitors to unravel a com- 
pany’s dreuit designs. 

The biemos process LSI is us- 
ing was designed by STC, the 
telecommunications company 
which is a part owner in the 
Sidcup plant. But STC pulled out 
of ambitious plans to enter the 
commodity chip market two years 
ago, just as the £20 million ($36 
million) factory was reaching 
completion, and instead entered 
into a joint venture with LSI. 

“A major semiconductor facil- 
ity like this needs a company that 
is concentrating in that field, has 


market access and a single- 
minded determination to suc- 
ceed.” says Arthur Walsh, chief 
executive of STC. "It is not possi- 
ble for such a venture to flourish 
as an adjunct of a systems com- 
pany,” he adds. 

Instead, STC has an 18 percent 
stake in the biemos venture, im- 
mediate access to new develop- 
ments and gets a rapid response 
when it wants its own biemos 
designs manufactured. 

STC Semiconductor retains die 
rights to the process and has a 
small biemos facility, also in Sid- 
cup, where it can do its own 
prototype work and offer special- 
ised, low-volume productiorminr 
for outside customers. 

The company has already de- 
signed and manufactured a sing- 
le-chip telephone and a single- 
chip radio pager using biemos 
technology. 

It is also likely to use a biemos 
chip in a small portable telephone 
which it is developing for British 
Telecom. Bipolar, with its ability 
to handle high frequencies, can be 
combined with CMOS logic to 
produce a chip capable of receiv- 
ing and decoding a digital radio 
signal. Having one instead of two 
chips, therefore, means the de- 
vice can be made smaller, cheap- 
er, easier to assemble and more 
reliable. 

Nigel Horae, technical director 
of STC and a director of .LSI 
Logic U.K., believes biemos will 
find applications throughout STC 
and its computing subsidiary ICL. 
"It will depend on the rate at 
which we can re-educate desig- 
ners to realise they can put ana- 
logue on a digital chip,” he says. 
"Tlie partitioning of the two is 
artificial.” 

Plessey, another British tele- 


communications company, is also 
very interested in the potential of 
biemos to improve its products. 
The company has an active bie- 
mos research programme but has 
yet to decide when it will enter 
the market. 

LSI Logic does not, however, 
have the" custom-built biemos 
chip market to itself. According 
to Dataquest, there are six other 
suppliers and more than 15 more 
companies developing biemos 
products. The three most signifi- 
cant companies with biemos pro- 
ducts already on the market are 
Hitachi and NEC of Japan and 
Motorola of the U.S. 

But all these companies are 
taking a different approach from 
LSI and STC on the development 
of the technology. Instead of 
offering the ability to mix ana- 
logue and digital signals on one 
chip, companies like Hitachi are 
usfrigthe advantages of biemos to 
produce a fast digital chip without 
the high-power consumption of 
bipolar devices but with the pow- 
er to drive a large I6ad without 
slowing. 

Hitachi has used a biemos chip 
in its new S-S20 supercomputer to 
speed memory management and 
it is developing a biemos microp- 
rocessor. 

LSI Logic eventually intends to 
go the same way but will first 
concentrate on trying to get its 
customers familiar with the ana- 
logue/digital aspects. 

The biggest disadvantage of 
biemos is that it requires a more 
complicated manufacturing pro- 
cess than CMOS which can in- 
crease costs by 15 to 30 per cent. 

However, Dataquest expects 
the price of biemos chips to fall as 
companies go into volume pro- 
duction, and believes the technol- 
ogy will capture market share 
from both the high-speed bipolar 
and CMOS custom markets, find- 
ing applications in everything 
from personal computers to robo- 
tics — Financial Times news fea- 
ture. 


Debtor nations short of cash 
turn increasingly to barter

LONDON — Someone, traders' 
folklore says, once bartered the 
skeleton of a Mongolian dinosaur 
for West German trucks. 

The Saudis swapped oil for 
Tornado warplanes. Honduras 
exchanges bananas for Soviet fer- 
tiliser. 

Barter, the world's oldest form 
of trade, is enjoying a new lease 
of life in the i980s. And one 
reason, economists say. is that 
many nations are strapped for 
hard currency. 

“The volume of countertrade 
has a lot to do with the fact that 
everyone is owing money. They 
don't have the foreign exchange 
needed for cash deals,” said 
Jonathan Bell, research manager 
for Batis Ltd. a London firm 
providing trade information and 
research. 

Modem countertrade is a com- 
plex business, involving not just 
bartering goods for goods the way 
early civilisations did before peo- 
ple invented money, but various 
other kinds of reciprocal trade 
agreement, too. 

There is “buyback," for inst- 
ance, where a firm gives a coun- 
try technology and agrees to be 
paid in goods it produces. 

In “counterpurchase.” the sel- 
ler buys something from the 
buyer in exchange. “Offset” in- 
volves an exporter agreeing to 
incorporate in his final product 
some part or pans produced by 
the importing country. 

The extent of countertrade, 
long favoured by Communist 
countries, is hard to measure. 
Depending who you ask, it could 
account for anything from eight 
to 25 per cent of world trade. 

The head of countertrade at a 
large British company said it 
made up a tiny proportion of its 
total exports but between 50 and 
100 per cent of sales to problem 
areas. 

"I think sellers in the 1990s are 
going to find a rapidly shrinking 


area to export into where hard 
currency is available as pay- 
ment," he said. 

The debt crisis mean demand 
for countertrade was increasing 
as Communist and Third World 
exporters faced the problem of 
how else they could fund imports. 

“My vjew'is that it is not going 
to get' any better.” the executive 
said. 

“1 believe that in the 1990s we 
shall alt be searching for alterna- 
tive ways to do business, not 
necessarily through countertrade, 
but through more creative ways 
of selling — buyers helping sellers 
find outlets for their goods, more 
goodwill.” 

Traders often use barter to get 
round quota agreements, market 
sources said. 

They said Uganda produces 
more than its annual Internation- 
al Coffee Organisation (ICO) ex- 
port quota of 142,800 tonnes and 
barters the surplus with non-ICO 
countries in the Communist bloc 
and Third World. 

Libya is supplying Uganda with 
$6 million worth of oil in ex- 
change for 3,000 tonnes of coffee. 

Members of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) use barter to evade 
cartel fixed pricing agreements. 

Oil is a relatively serviceable 
means of exchange as the size, 
sophistication and efficiency of 
the world market means it can be 
convened into cash fairly easily. 

Saudi Arabia bartered 400,000 
barrels per day of crude oil to 
Shell and British Petroleum to 
pay for Tornado and other war- 
planes worth $S billion from Bri- 
tain in June. 

OPEC does not approve of 
barter, but many of its member 
countries do it. Jonathan Bell at 
London's Batis Ltd. said. 

He also said that the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) “are 
on a downer on any kind of 
countertrade, but they will give 
their tacit approval to offset 
deals. They tend to ask why 


goods can’t be sold for cash which 
could then be used to pay off 
debts to them or other creditors." 

He said there had been a signi- 
ficant rise in (he development o! 
offsets from Third World coun- 
tries for arms. 

"More and more Third World 
countries want to develop their 
manufacturing capabilities or hi- 
tech industries and they can do 
this by imposing obligations on 
their trade partners." 

Countries like Egypt and Brazil 
have developed significant arms 
industries through technology 
transfers and the use of offset 
obligations. 

This is how Japan developed its 
industries after World War II. but 
now U.S. manufacturers will seek 
reverse offset from Japan. 

If the United States sells an 
aircraft to the Japanese air force, 
it knows Japan will take it apart 
and make it more advanced, so 
the Americans seek deals in 
which the Japanese agree to share 
the new technology with them. 

“The arms companies know 
trade is going this way and m 
their competitive business they 
have to go along with it." Bell 
said. 

Countertrade between the non- 
aligncd countries gives them eco- 
nomic independence from the in- 
dustrial world. 

Brazil and India arc now quite 
large exporters of manufactured 
goods and can offer goods to 
trade, not just raw materials, and 
China offers more favourable 
trading policies to the less de- 
veloped countries. 

Traders believe a recession 
would mean yet more counter- 
trade as liquidity is squeezed even 
further. 

In a recession importers buy 
less, but goods are still being 
produced and arc available for 
exchange. 

In part a recession reflects a 
lack of ready cash and counter- 
trade is one' way of overcoming 
this problem, they said. 


U.S. researchers develop 
new blood test for AIDS 


WASHINGTON — U.S. resear- 
chers at the National Cancer In- 
stitute have developed a new test 
that can detect the AIDS virus 
even before the body's defences 
begin to respond, providing an 
early signal of infection. 

The new biological method 
may also provide a tool for testing 
the effectiveness of drugs de- 
veloped to treat the disease. 

A report released by the insti- 
tute January 8 said the new test is 
much faster and more accurate 
than current screening tests for 
AIDS (acquired immune de- 
ficiency syndrome), which rely on 
detecting antibodies produced by 
the body's immune system. Anti- 
bodies are natural substances 
produced in reaction to infection 
by a virus. 

NCI researchers said the 
AIDS test was developed by us- 
ing genetically-altered human 
cells that react to the presence of 
the AIDS virus by secreting an 
enzyme, a protein that speeds up 
metabolic reactions needed for 
cell reproduction. 

"This (the enzyme) gives us a 
signal that we can measure very, 
very reliably,” said researcher 
George Pavlakis. By measuring 
the amount of enzyme secreted 
by engineered human cells, he 
said, the process tells if there has 
been an infection by the AIDS 


virus and how precisely active the 
virus has become. 

Pavlakis said the test is so 
accurate that it can detect 10 cells 
infected with the vims that causes 
AIDS in a sample of more than a 
million unaffected cells. The test 
also measures the presence of the 
virus directly. 

Current screening tests for 
AIDS that depend on the 
measurement of antibodies pro- 
duced by the body's immune sys- 
tem give only an indirect indica- 
tion of virus activity. Also, it can 
take as long as six months after, 
exposure to the AIDS virus for 
antibodies to develop. 

“Even in the absence of anti- 
bodies,” Pavlakis said, "this test 
will pick up active HIV” — the 
AIDS-causing human im- 
munodeficiency virus. 

Earlier this year a private re- 
search laboratory in Chicago, Illi- 
nois, reported the development 
of a new blood test that detects 
the presence of an AIDS virus 
antigen, a protein component of 
the virus. Although this test also 
can detect the virus before anti- 
bodies develop, it is not as sensi- 
tive as the antibody test. 

NCI researchers said the newly 
developed cell line used to test 
for the virus is also being used in 
the laboratory to test the effec- 
tiveness of an experimental AIDS 


drug called dideoxycytidine, or 
DDC. This is done by recording 
changes in the production of en- 
zymes after use of the drug. 

The researchers said that the 
engineered test cell line showed 
that DDC is 50 times stronger 
than azidothymidine, or AZT, in 
halting the replication of the 
AIDS virus in laboratory experi- 
ments. AZT is the only anti- 
AIDS drug currently approved 
for prescription in the United 
States. DDC is still only ex- 
perimental and is only being 
tested on animals. 

In another development, news 
reports say the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services is 
seeking more than $1 ,000 million 
for AIDS-related research and 
education for the fiscal year en- 
ding September 30, 1989. This 
represents an increase of more 
than 20 per cent over the 198S 
fiscal year appropriation. 

AIDS cripples the body’s de- 
fences against disease, leaving a 
person prey to life-threatening 
infections and cancers. The AIDS 
virus is spread by intimate sexual 
and blood -to-blood contact. The 
World Health Organisation esti- 
mates that between five million 
and 10 million people worldwide 
have been infected with the 
AIDS virus — U.S. Information 
Agency.

LONDON (Agendes) — John Aldridge, the man 
Liverpool signed to replace Ian Rush, scored his 
20th goal of the season in a 2-0 win against Arsenal 
Saturday as the English First Division leaders 
stretched their unbeaten ran to 23 games. 


And while Rush continues to 
struggle in Italy, Aldridge, who 
cost £830.000 ($1.5 million) from 
Oxford, maintained his excellent 
scoring record with a 45th minute 
goal seen by a television audience 
of 250 million in 55 countries. 

Although Aldridge received 
the acclaim of the crowd, Steve 
McMahon — the best uncapped 
player in England — was the 
architect behind the move when 
he controlled an awkward ball on 
the right touchline and evaded a 
sliding tackle in one motion. 

McMahon then released Eng- 
land forward Peter Beardsley 
with a perfectly-weighted chipped 
pass and although Arsenal goal- 
keeper John Lukic saved his 
stinging drive, Aldridge was 
handily placed to turn the ball 
into the net. 

Beardsley later put his name on 
the scoreline with a superb solo 
goal on the hour when he picked 
up a loose ball 10 metres outside 
the Arsenal penalty area, twisted 
past two scything tackles and 
flicked an audacious chip over 
Lukic's head. 


The result lifted Liverpool's 
points haul to 59, 15 more than 
second-placed Nottingham Forest 
and, with 19 games remaining, 
the odds are shortening on the 
champions-elect completing the 
42-match programme unbeaten.

Seoul’s deck stacked in Olympic poker game with Pyongyang 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea’s 
tense poker game with North 
Korea -over the 1988 Olympics is 
nearing a climax, with Seoul 
matching Pyongyang's boycott 
threat by sweeping acceptances 
from every main Communist 
state except Cute. 

By Saturday, the South Ko- 
reans had accumulated almost a 
full house of games participants 
— 160 of the 167 member coun- 
tries of the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC). 

They included the Soviet Un- 
ion and China, two of North 
Korea's closest allies which pub- 
licly backed its demand to co-host 
the games with Seoul but, when 
IOC-led talks on the issue broke 


down, were not prepared to back 
a boycott. 

Out of consideration for Pyon- 
gyang’s feelings, both waited un- 
til this week to signal their deci- 
sion as did most other Commun- 
ist states. 

It was not until Friday, just two 
days before the IOC’s acceptance 
deadline, that hard-line govern- 
ments Czechoslovakia ana Viet- 
nam threw their hats into the ring 
along with Madagascar and Tan- 
zania, two of Pyongyang's closest 
third world friends. 

The only consolation for North 
Korea in all this was Friday’s 
announcement by Cuba that it 
would join .Pyongyang in snub- 
bing the Seoul Games running

Havana's decision was not 
totally unexpected. Last year 
President Fidel Castro had -pub- 
licly pledged to North Korean 
leader Kim Il-Sung not to take 
part unless a satisfactory co-host- 
ing arrangement was reached. 

Seoul officials had nevertheless 
tended to optimism in recent 
days, arguing that sports-mad 
Cuba would feel obliged to attend 
now that it has won the right to 
host the 1991 Pan-American 
Gaines. 

In the event. South Koreans 
saw a silver lining even in Hava- 
na's rejection. “At least the 
Cubans' absence will greatly 
boost our chances of w inning 
boxing and wrestling medals,” 
said one sports official who de- 
clined to be named. 

Five nations have yet to re- 
spond to the IOC invitation to 
Seoul — Albania, Ethiopia, 
Nicaragua, Seychelles and Syria 
— but already the South Korean 
capital is assured of hosting the 
biggest Olympics. The previous 
highest attendance was 140 coun- 
tries at Los Angeles in 1984. 

Another treat in store is the 


first meeting of American and 
Soviet athletes at a Summer 
Olympics since 1976. Subsequent 
games have been marred by 
boycotts. 

For South Korea, confirmation 
that Peking, Moscow and the 
East Europeans will come to 
Seoul is a huge coup in its cease- 
less propaganda war with the 
North.

Saturday’s Seoul newspapers 
bring home the depth of that fear 
with banner headlines shrieking 
the government's charges on Fri- 
day that Kim Il-Sung’s own son 
ordered the blowing up of a 
South Korean airliner last 
November, killing all 115 aboard. 

North Korea has denied the 
accusations. 


A young woman, who has con- 
fessed to being a North Korean 
agent and to having helped plant 
time bombs aboard the doomed 
plane, said the aim of the attack 
was to discourage foreign coun- 
tries from attending the Seoul 
Olympics.

Real estate transactions, 
revenues drop in Jordan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — • The Depart- 
ment of Lands and Survey ia«t 
year collected a total of JD 
17,075,514 in fees from various 
real estate transactions in Jordan 
compared with JD 20,045,770 in 
1986, doe to a drop in the number 
of d e ali ngs in the past year com- 
pared with the previous year, 
department director Badri A1 
Mulqi said in a statement pub- 
lished in Amman Saturday. 

In an interview with the A1 Ra’i 

Arabic duly, Mulqi said that, 
despite the drop in revenues, 
there is no intention to reduce the 
rate of fees charged on all real 
estate transactions. 

At present, the department 
charges sellers and buyers four 
per cent and six per cent respec- 
tively. 

According to Mulqi, the de- 
partment last year conducted 
145,290 transactions of land 
purchases against 150,980 trans- 
actions in the previous year. 

The drop in the department's 
revenues last year, he said, was 
' due to the implementation of a 
government law under which 
'duties were reduced for low in- 
come citizens purchasing homes 
from housing construction com- 
panies. 

A total of 165 transactions be- 
nefited from this law in the past 
year, . Mulqi noted. 

He said that the drop in the 
value of lands and homes, bought 



Badri Al Mulqi 
during the past year, also had hs 
negative effect on the total 
amount of revennes. 

Mulqi estimated the drop in the 
value of the estates at 30 per cent 
compared with previous years. 

In addition, Mulqi sakl the 
application of a 1985 law which 
exempted or drastically reduced 
fees on the transactions involving 
land and homes exchanged 
among relatives, also led to a 
decrease in the revenues. 

Mulqi did not expect 1988 to 
bring in any more revenues than 
the previous two years. He noted 
that the boom in the real estate 
business witnessed by Jordan ear- 
lier was an exceptional phe- 
nomenon, and things have now 
settled and returned to normal. 


Studies weigh proposals to 
aid Jordanian farmers

mittee to conduct a study on the 
agricultural credit si tuati on in 
Jordan and to help organise cre- 
dit operations, according to a 
report in Al Ra'i Arabic daily 
Saturday;

Dollar, shares and bonds 
zoom on better trade data 


NEW YORK (Agencies) — The dollar soared on 
Friday, boosting Wall Street shares and U.S. gov- 
ernment bond prices, as keyed-up investors cheered 
a 25 per cent decline in the U.S. trade deficit for 
November. 


Share prices also rose sharply 
in Western European markets as 
brokers around the world viewed 
the monthly improvement in the 
U.S. trade performance as a tonic 
for the dollar and a bright sign for 
the world economy. 

“The markets are going 
through the roof," said a New 
York currency dealer. “This is an 
exceptionally good number.” 

The dollar jumped six pfennigs 
to a two-month high against the 
Deutschemark after the Com- 
merce Department reported the 
November trade gap shrank to 
$13.22 billion from October’s re- 
cord $17.63 billion. 

U.S. exports rose 9.4 per cent 
in November, while foreign im- 
ports declined by six per cent, the 
Commerce Department said. 

The figures suggest the dollar’s 
long weakness has finally caused 
Americans to move away from a 
trend of buying much more from 
foreign producers than they were 
able to sell abroad. 

The dollar, which was lan- 
guishing at all-time lows less than 
two weeks ago, rose to finish at 
1.6875 marks from 1.6295 marks 
on Thursday. It surged to 130.95 
yen from 126.05. 

On Wall Street, the Dow Jones 
industrial average finished up 
39.96 points at 1,956.07. Advanc- 
ing issues outnumbered declines 
nearly five to one on the New 
York Stock Exchange (NYSE). 

“A more sober assessment sug- 
gests that we are making prog- 
ress, but not nearly with the 
drama that the financial markets 
are expressing,” cautioned Hugh 
Johnson, an economist with First 
Albany Corporation. 

“One swallow does not make a 
summer,” concurred Joachim 
Zimmermann, chief currency 
dealer at Berliner Bank A.G. 

But unlike economists, the 
markets would not wait the weeks 
and months it will take to mea- 
sure the dollar's rebound. 

U.S. government bond prices 
jumped nearly three points as the 
credit market gave in to a buying 
frenzy. The benchmark 30-year 
treasury bond rose 2-22/32 to 
101-3/32, . dropping its yield to 
8-76 per cent from 9.03 per cent 
at Thursday's close. 

The credit market, which had 
expected a deficit of between 
$14.5 billion and $15.5 billion, 
bad come to a standstill in the 
days ahead of Friday’s trade re- 
port. 

Wall Street was also encour- 
aged by a NYSE request that 
members halt programme trad- 
ing, which has been widely 
blamed for the size of foe Octo- 
ber crash, if the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average moves more than 
75 points from the previous close. 

Gold fell sharply in New York 
on the dollar's rise. The February 
contract lost 13.70 to $474.50 an 
ounce. The decline was partly 
dne to the fact the precious metal 
and rallied in anticipation of a 
poor trade report. 

Foreign stock markets that 


were open when the figure came 
out finished sharply higher. Lon- 
don’s Financial Times Stock Ex- 
change index bounded 43.3 
points to 1,786.7. 

Paris’s 50-share bourse indica- 
tor finished three per cent higher 
as European investors hoped the 
squeeze on exporting sectors of 
U.S. trading partners might end. 
In Amsterdam, the CBS All 
Share index closed up 3.4 points 
at 71.8. 

Industrial output grows 

Meanwhile, U.S. industrial 
output climbed 5.2 per cent in 
1987, almost five times the pre- 
vious year's gain and the best 
showing for American industry 
since 1984, the government re- 
ported Friday. 

The big rebound, analysts said, 
was brought about by the weaker 
dollar, which has made American 
goods competitive once again on 
overseas markets. 

The U.S. Federal Reserve said 
production at American factor- 
ies, mines and utilities edged up 
just 0.2 per cent in December as 
widespread gains in many indus- 
tries were offset by a sharp drop 
in the production of autos. 

Die December advance fol- 
lowed gains of 0.4 per cent in 
November and 1.1 per cent in 
October. 

Even with the slower advance 
last month, the improvement for 
the year was 5.2 per cent, the best 
yearly performance since a 6.2 
per cent rise in 1984. 

Industrial production rose only 

1.1 per cent in 1986 following a 

2.2 per cent gain in 1985. two 
years when American manufac- 
turers were battered by stiff fore- 
ign competition. 

Analyks said they expect furth- 
er healthy increases in industrial 
production in the new year as 
American producers continue to 
benefit from the boom in exports. 

“Our smokestack industries 
are coming back to life, mainly 
due to export demand,” said 
David Jones, an economist with 
Aubrey G. Lanston and Co., a 
government bond dealer in New 
York. -? 

“This is the best year for 
American industry we have seen 
in some time,” said David Wyss, 
an economist with Data Re- 
sources Inc., of Lexington, Mas- 
sachusetts. “Manufacturing is 
now becoming the leading sector 
of the economy instead of the 
lagging sector.” 

Many economists believe that 
strength from the industrial sec- 
tor, bolstered by further gains in 
export sales, will allow the eco- 
nomy to survive the jolt delivered 
to consumer confidence by the 
Black Monday stock plunge last 
October. 

The 0.2 per cent December 
increase came about despite the 
fact that production in the auto 
industry slipped by 7.1 per cent 
following a 2.9 per cent drop in 
November. Automakers scaled 


back production lo an armiul rate 
of 6.5 million cars in an effort to 
compensate for high iir.tniories 
and lagging sales/ 

Economists predicted further 
weakness in this mdustr;. in the 
months ahead because of *du*:eish 
sales. 

Overall, manufacturing produ- 
ction rose 0.2 per cent ~i o’ stand 
5.3 percent ahead of where it was 
a year ago. All of the «nvngih in 
December came from production 

of non-durable goods, which 
climbed 0,6 per cent, offsetting .; 
0.1 per cent drop in product lon’of 
durable goods, the category that 
includes "autos. 

Production in the mining sector 
rose 0.2 per cent in December 
and closed out the year 0.4 per 
cent above where it" was in De- 
cember 19S6. This sector includes 
oil and gas well drilling, which 
saw some improvement in 19S7 
after a big slump in 1936 caused 
by falling oil prices. 

The various changes left in- 
dustrial production in December 
at 133.3 per cent of its 1977 base 
of 100. 

Export now 

In another aspect, a govern- 
ment spokesman told a group ot 
businessmen that now is the time 
for small U.S. companies to start 
exporting their goods because the 
low price of the dollar gives them 
an advantage. 

“Whether you know it or not. 
you’re already in the internation- 
al market said Clarence Brown, 
deputy secretary of commerce. 

“That’s because somewhere in 
the world, maybe in a place you 
never heard of. and whose name 
you can't pronounce, someone is 
competing with you in your own 
community.” 

Small businesses in the United 
States are traditionally reluctant 
to export because of their unfami- 
liarity with other countries 

Brown outlined the help that 
Commerce Department is ‘offer- 
ing them in taking the plunge, 
including the services of repre- 
sentatives in 127 cities outside the 
United States. 

Budget deficit may reach $165 
billion next year 

On the other hand, early esti- 
mates by the Congressional 
Budget Office indicate that next 
year’s U.S. government budget 
deficit could approach SI 65 bil- 
lion, Congressional aides said 
Friday. 

The preliminary projection, if 
true, could mean that Congress 
will have to come up with more 
spending reductions and revenue 
increases than they thought 
would be necessary. 

The budget office, which stu- 
dies the economy and ihe budget 
for Congress, sent its latest pro- 
jections for economic perform- 
ance to congressional committees 
last week. 

The estimates will be adjusted 
in the next few weeks as econo- 
mic statistics for late 1987 become 
available. Die new numbers will 
provide a more complete picture 
of the effect the Oct. 19 stock 
market crash has had on the 
economy.

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N. Korea warns of decisive retaliation 

Seoul launches diplomatic 
offensive over lost plane 


SEOUL (Agencies) — South Korea launched a 
diplomatic offensive on Saturday against its arch foe 
North Korea after accusing Pyongyang of ordering 
the destruction of a southern airliner last November. 

Assistant Foreign Minister 
Park Soo-Gil told reporters Seoul 
l n^fj asked Japan to cut “all its 
human and material exchanges" 
with Pyongyang and to seek mea- 
sures to prevent North Korean 
espionage activities on its terri- 
tory. 

A young woman confessed on 
television in Seoul on Friday to 
being a North Korean agent and 
to helping plant bombs aboard 
the Korean Air Lines (KAL) 
plane. The aircraft disappeared 
near the Burmese coast on Nov. 

29 with tbe loss of all 115 people 
aboard. 


North Korea has denied it was 
involved in the airliner's dis- 
appearance. 

Mr. Park said Seoul had asked 
the United States, its main ally, 
to withdraw a guideline easing 
curbs on its diplomats speaking to 
their North Korean counterparts. 

Last March, Washington 
.announced it was allowing its 
diplomats to have serious con- 
versations with North Koreans at 
diplomatic functions. 

Mr. Park also said Seoul had 
asked Washington to inform 
North Korea's main allies, the 
Soviet Union and China, of the 


truth about the airline disaster. 

He said Seoul had presented its 
evidence of North Korean in- 
volvement in tbe plane's destruc- 
tion to various international orga- 
nisations, including the United 
Nations, the International Olym- 
pic Committee and International 
Civil Aviation Organisation. 

South Korean Defence Minis- 
ter Chung Ho-Yong called a 
meeting of military chiefs on Fri- 
day to discuss “all possible forms 
of retaliation" against North 
Korea and placed the country's 
600,000 troops on top alert. 

Security officials said a lengthy 
probe into the mid-air destruction 
of KAL Flight 858 showed 
beyond a doubt that it was due to 
sabotage on the direct orders of 
Khn Jong -D, son. and heir appa- 
rent of North Korean leader Kim 
Q-Sung. 

Pyongyang’s official Korean 
Central* News Agency said on 
Friday that Seoul's charges were 
a fabrication. 

It added: “If the South Korean 
rulers go on with the anti-DPRK 
(Democratic Peoples Republic of 
Korea) smear campaign in spite 
of our wamingSt they will bear 
full responsibility for all the con- 
sequences arising therefrom.” 


North Korea warned of, “deci- 
sive retaliation” after South 
Korea pledged to punish the 
North for the bomb destruction 
of an airliner. 

The statement also accused 
Seoul of trying to divert attention 
from peace plans proposed by the 
North this year, charging that 
southern leaders had arranged 
the destruction of the KAL jet 
themselves. 

South Korea's U.N. ambassa- 
dor called Friday for U.N. mem- 
bers to impose sanctions against 
North Korea for its alleged role in 
blowing up a South Korean pas- 
senger jet. 

But Keun Park told a news 
conference that no military re- 1 
taliation was planned against 
North Korea for the incident. 

He said South Korea was con- 
sidering talcing its case to the 
Security Council but was not yet 
proposing specific sanctions. 

Mr. Park said Seoul demands 
that North Korea apologise, pun- 
ish those involved in the plot and 
pledge never again to commit 
state terrorism against South 
Korea. 

“Of course, we know they will 
not heed us," he said. 

On Thursday, the Korean en- 
voy presented Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar with a 
report on the investigation and 
findings that North Korea plotted 
the disaster. 


Shevardnadze visits Bonn today 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
• Shevardnadze arrives Sunday for 
a visit that marks an important 
step in the Kremlin's revived di- 
plomatic initiative toward West 
Germany. 

The trip comes amid growing 
signs of differing opinions on 
security issues between West 
Germany and other NATO part- 
ners, particularly the United 
States. 


At the same time, the Kremlin 
and its East European allies have 
been actively wooing West Ger- 
man officials, especially on trade 
and defence issues. 

Mr. Shevardnadze's visit to 
Bonn is the first by a top-ranking 
emissary of Kremlin leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and the first 
trip by a Soviet foreign minister 
to West Germany in five years. 

West German officials describe 
Mr. Shevardnadze's trip as im- 


portant for the development of 
improved relations with the 
Soviet Union, and say they hope 
it wfll lay the groundwork for a 
visit by Mr. Gorbachev later this 
year. 

“This is the first visit of a 
representative of the new lead- 
ership in the Soviet Union,” said 
one Foreign Ministry official, 
speaking on condition of anony- 
mity. “So, both nations view tins 
visit as one of great importance.” 


U.S. court dears way for 
return of Zimbabwean boy 


NEW YORK (R) — Guardians 
of the son of a Zimbabwean 
diplomat accused of torturing the 
boy fear news of a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision cleaning the way 
for his return home could harm 
him emotionally. 

Robert McMahon, head of 
New York’s St. Christopher-Otti- 
Ue Agency which is taking care of 
the boy, said it would take time 
before nine-year-old Terrence 
Karamba is emotionally ready to 
return to Zimbabwe. 

“He is still terrified at the 
thought of going back. We are 
not telling turn of the Supreme 
Court derision because he would 
suffer an emotional setback if we 
did,” McMahon told Reuters. 

Tbe State Department, despite 
pressure from Zimbabwe, says 
the boy will remain in the; United 
States until a psychiatrist in its 
employ says he is ready to go. 

McMahon said the boy, placed 


in foster care by New York City 
officials who charge his father 
tortured him, is being prepared 
gradually for his return home and 
was not helped by a decision by 
the boy's mother to return to 
Harare on Thursday. 

The boy’s father, former U.N. 
attache Floyd Karamba, returned 
home last month after New York 
officials said be beat the boy and 
tied him with an electrical cord. 

‘Terrence bad one visit with 
bis mother since being placed in 
our care. He pulled his jacket 
over bis head so as not to see her. 
We had been hoping to work with 
her and chat would expedite mat- 
ters. But now that she has left, we 
have to shift gears,” McMahon 
said. . 

President Reagan has called for 
Terrence’s return, saying Zim- 
babwe had assured him that tbe 
boy would be cared for by a 
guardian and not his father.

U.S. ensures 
continued aid 
to Pakistan 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan moved Fri- 
day to ensure continued U.S. aid 
to Pakistan despite concerns ab- 
out that country’s possible in- 
volvement in the smuggling of 
nuclear-type materials from the 
United States. 

The White House Press Office 
said Mr. Reagan sent to Congress 
papers waiving a law that would 
require a cutoff in aid to Pakistan 
because of that country's activi- 
ties in nuclear weapons develop- 
ment. 

Mr. Reagan's action, which fol- 
lowed a presidential certification 
to Congress that Pakistan does 
not have a nuclear explosive de- 
vice, assures U.S. military and 
economic assistance to that 
country. 

The move clears the way for 
congressionally approved dis- 
bursement of $480 million in the 
current fiscal year, which ends 
next Sept. 30, and more than $4 
billion over six years. 

“This waiver action was based 
on the recognition that disrupting 
one of the pillars of the U.S. 
relationship with Pakistan (tbe 
aid programme) would be coun- 
terproductive for tbe strategic in- 
terests of the United States, des- 
tabilising for South Asia and un- 
likely to achieve tbe non-prolif- 
eration objectives sought by the 
(congressional) sponsors," the 
press office said. 

Concern about Pakistan’s acti- 
vities in the mid ear weapons de- 
velopment area were heightened 
when Arshad Z. Parvez, a Cana- 
dian citizen who is a native of 
Pakistan, was convicted in Phi- 
ladelphia of seeking to export 
from the United Stales special 
steel used to construct uranium 
enrichment plants. 


Chirac will 
stand for 
presidency 

PARIS (R) — Conservative 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac 
formally announced Saturday 
tha t he would, nm in France s 
presidential election to be. held 
in the spring. 

“I have derided to be a canon 
date for the president of tbe 
republic" said Chirac. “In three 
months we will elect the head of 
state for seven years. It is an 
essential choice on which de- 
pends the future of France and 
the future of each of us.” 

Chirac is the first major candi- 
date to enter the campaign for the 
two-round election. 

The incumbent president, 
Francois Mitterrand, has not yet 
said whether he will seek a 
second term as candidate for the 
Socialist Party. 

Mitterrand. 71, leads Chirac 
and his major rival for the right- 
wing vote, Raymond Barre, in all 
opinion polls. 

Chirac, 55, made his announce- 
ment 100 days before the first 
ballot is expected to be held on 
April 24 and eight days before his 
party, the neo-Gaullist RPR, 
holds its election congress. 

Chirac's statement, issued by 
the prime minis ter's office, said 
his campaign would focus on un- 
employment and youth, and pre- 
paring France for the single Euro- 
pean market in 1992 when all 
trade barriers will be removed 
among tbe 12 members of the 
European Community. 


2 killed in N. Ireland 


BELFAST (R) — Two men were 
shot dead in separate attacks in 
Belfast, becoming the first casual- 
ties in 19SS of Northern Ireland's 
sectarian violence, police said on 
Saturday. 

A 29-year-old member of the 
British army's locally recruited 
Ulster Defence Regiment (UDR) 
was killed early on Saturday 
while walking with his girlfriend 
on a Belfast street. 

The UDR has been a frequent 
target of the guerrilla Irish Re- 
publican Army (IRA), which is 
fighting to end British rule in the' 
province. 

On Friday night, a 19-year-old 


Catholic man was shot is las 
Belfast house in front of his 
mother, police said. 

Sion Fein, the IRA's political 
wing, accused pro-British gun- 
men of selecting an innocent 
target. 

In another Belfast incident, a 
17-year-old youth was taken to 
hospital with bullet wounds in his' 
knee and both ankles after what 
police believed was a punishment 
shooting. 

Ninety-three people were kil- 
led in Northern Ireland in 1987, 
the worst year for sectarian and 
political violence since 1982. 


Aquino appeals for calm; 
army goes on high alert 


MANILA (R) — President Cora- 
zon Aquino appealed for calm 
Saturday as the Philippines 
headed into the final stretch of an 
election campaign that has taken 
86 lives. 

But violence continued as land- 
mine in the south ripped a jeep in 
half and killed four people, in- 
cluding two candidates and a 
candidate’s wife. 

“Let's have clean, peaceful and 
orderly elections,” Mrs. Aquino 
told a crowd of 10,000 at a cam- 
paign rally in Manila, as military 
sharpshooters peered down from 
rooftops. 

The military has deployed 
thousands of troops to prevent 
farther bloodshed before Mon- 
day's election for more than 
16,000 local government posi- 
tions around the country. 


Troops went on high alert in 
the capital after intelligence 
agents received unconfirmed re- 
ports that right and left-wing ex- 
tremists might disrupt voting, an 
army officer told reporters. 

The armed forces have blamed 
much of the pre-poll violence on 
the Co mmunis t New People's 
Army (NPA), which has been 
battling the government for 19 
years. 

They said NPA rebels were 
responsible for the landmine blast 
on Friday in Lanao Del Norte 
province which killed mayoral 
candidate Diosdado Estocado, 
his wife, running mate and driver. 
Three candidates were reported 
injured. 

The military said rebels 
swooped down on the vehicle 
after the blast, firing shots, and 
then fled. 


Namphy urges Haitians 
to yote in Sunday’s polls 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (Agencies) 
— President Henri Namphy has 
launched a dramatic appeal for 
Haitians to vote in Sunday’s post- 
poned presidential election, 
which many are predicting will be 
marked by violence and a low 1 
turnout. 

Troops were patrolling the en- 
tire country to forestall a second 
wave of violence like the mas- 
sacres of more than 30 people in 
November by supporters of 
ousted dictator Jean-Claude 
Duvalier that prompted post- 
ponement of the polling. Duval- 
lierist candidates have been ban- 
ned from Sunday's vote. 

Gen. Namphy. head of the 
miKtaiy-led interim government, 
attacked recent protests against 
the election in an address on 
Friday on state radio. 

“Wild strikes have destabilised 
the nation, demonstrations have 
been too frequent,” Gen. Nam- 
phy, said in French — usually 
used to attract attention abroad 
rather than native Creole. 

Haiti, he said, was “threatened 
from within and from abroad.” 

“We want to establish true 
democracy. This election is a 
unique chance for you, people of 
Haiti, to take your destiny into 
your own hands,” Gen. Namphy 
said, just over 24 hours before 
balloting was to begin. 

Few Haitians were confident 
Sunday's voting would take place 
and those who were said they 
expected only a fraction of the 
electorate to go to tbe polls. 
Opposition politicians have called 
for a general strike on Saturday.* 

Gen. Namphy’s address 


appeared aimed at telling the 
world that the polls would be 
democratic, but international 
opinion has been sceptical since 
the introduction of changes in the 
electoral law allowing the military 
to monitor all ballots. 

In Washington, five members 
of Congress on Friday asked 
President Ronald Reagan to re- 
ject the presidential elections 
scheduled for Sunday in Haiti and 
not to recognise any government 
that emerges from the balloting. 

The legislators said tbe election 
is illegitimate because it ignores 
constitutional mandates and is “a 
thinly veiled effort by Gen. Nam- 
phy and the remnants of the old 
Duvalier regime to keep them- 
selves in power and their ruthless 
system of favouritism, cronyism 
and corruption in place.” 

The lawmakers, in a letter to 
Mr. Reagan, noted that an 
attempt to hold legitimate elec- 
tions on Nov. 29 was thwarted by 
violence — believed in many 
quarters to have been counte- 
nanced by Gen. Namphy’s in- 
terim junta — that left at least 34 
people dead. 

U.S. fleet in Haiti area 

A flotilla of U.S. Navy 
warships participating in an exer- 
cise steamed toward Puerto Rico 
on Friday, placing them within 
easy range of Haiti should politic- 
al violence there spur an evacua- 
tion of Americans. 

The navy, while acknowledging 
that ships engaged in Fleetex 1-88 
manoeuvres bad moved south to- 
ward Puerto Rico, refused to 
pinpoint the vessels’ positions. 


Reagan gets clean bill of health 


WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan, buoyed in spirit by 
beady news on tbe U.S. trade 
balance, has received a clean bill 
of health from bis doctors after a 
Semi-annual medical checkup. 

The doctors said the results of Mr. 
Reagan's four-hour physical ex- 
amination on Friday showed that 
the country’s oldest president was 
fit and free of the cancer which 
caused him to have major intes- 
tinal surgery in 1985. 

“The tests indicate the presi- 
dent is in excellent health," Army 
Col. John Hutton, the White 
House physician, said in a state- 
ment after the: 76-year-old presi- 
dent had completed his twee- 
yearly checkup, 

Col. Hutton said doctors had 
found no polyps — tiny growths 


excised from Mr. Reagan's colon 
during each previous physical 
since his cancer operation two 
and one-half years ago — and he 
said other tests, including a cat- 
scan, chest X-ray and stress test 
were normal. 

“The only outstanding labora- 
tory test relates to the prostate 
and will be available in several 
days, but we expect no prob- 
lems,” he said. 

Mr. Reagan had surgery last 
year to relieve discomfort caused 
by an enlarged prostate, which 
doctors said was common among 
men of his age. 

“’Diis physical indicates the 
president is fit and enjoys a re-' 
markably strong and healthy con- 
dition,” Col. Hutton said. 


Poll shows 
Dole ahead 
of Bush 
in Iowa 

WASHINGTON (R) — Three 
weeks before the crucial caucuses 
in tbe state of Iowa, Sen. Robert 
Dole is well ahead of Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush in the six-man 
race for the 1988 Republican 
presidential nomination, a televi- 
sion poll said on Friday. 

The NBC network poll, con- 
ducted this week among 700 Re- 
publicans likely to attend the 
Feb. 8 Iowa Caucus, showed 42 
per cent supported Sen. Dole, a 
Kansan who is the Republican 
leader in the Senate, compared to 
just 26 per cent support for Mr. 
Bush. 

The poll gave no percentages 
for the four other candidates. 

The result reflects the difficulty 
Mr. Bush, ahead overall in coun- 
try-wide polling, is facing in win- 
ning support from Iowa farmers 
unhappy with President Reagan’s 
farm policies. 

The poll also found that 52 per 
cent did not believe Mr. Bush had 
given a full accounting of his role 
in the Iran-contra scandal, com- 
pared to 30 per cent who were 
satisfied. 

In recent days Mr. Bush has 
been dogged on the campaign 
trail by questions about ms in- 
volvement in Mr. Reagan's 
gravest foreign policy scandal — 
the secret sale of arms to Iran and 
diversion of profits to Nicaragua's 
contra rebels. 

In a pre-debate campaign 
swing through New Hampshire 
on Friday. Mr. Bush told repor- 
ters he was convinced that only 
the press, and not American vo- 
ters, care about the scandal that 
sent the Reagan administration 
reeling. 

“We have a good message and 
I'd like to get it out without 
answering the same old questions 
over and over again about some- 
thing that I don't think the Amer- 
ican people care about,” Mr. 
Bush said. 

“I think I’ve answered them 
all," he said of questions about 
the Iran controversy. 

Mr. Bush is the frontrunner 
among the six Republican pres- 
idential candidates in New 
Hampshire and is widely ex- 
pected to have no trouble win- 
ning tbe state’s fiist-in-the-nation 
primary on Feb. 16 in the lead-up 
to U.S. presidential elections in 
November. 


Plane salvaged from Antarctica lands in N. Zealand 


WELLINGTON (R) — A U.S. 
Hercules transport plane aban- 
doned in Antarctica after crash- 
landing 16 years ago arrived in 
New Zealand on Saturday on its 
way home for full restoration. 

It landed at Christchurch after 
an eight hour flight. U.S. officials 
said there had been no problems 
on the trip. 

The ski-equipped plane was 
■written off aft® a jet propulsion 
bottle shot off a wing and man- 
gled propeller blades during 
takeoff from- a remote airstrip on 
the polar plateau. 

No one was hurt, but two 
Americans were killed when 
another Hercules crashed and 
burned at. the airstrip afew weeks, 
ago as it landed with spare baits r 

The plane flying to Christ- 
church on Saturday, Juliet Delta . 


321, was not thought to be worth 
the cost of recovery when it 
crash-landed in December, 1971, 
and was stripped of its engines 
and equipment. 

The price of a new Hercules 
later changed official minds and 
two years ago it was dug out from 
the snow that almost completely 
buried it over the years. 

It was flown to the main U.S. 
base at McMurdo Sound on 
Tuesday. 

U.S. officials in Christchurch, 
staging base for Antarctic opera- 
tions, said the plane was being 
accompanied by another Her- 
cules providing navigational sup- 
port. 

. . Captain Dwight Fisher, com- 
mander of die U.$!> Naval Sup- 
port -Force,* told New Zealand 
reporters by telephone from 


McMurdo that the plane would 
fly to Christchurch with its land- 
ing gear down. 

“The old system for the landing 
gear needs to be checked out, so 
it is safer to fly with the wheels 
down. That way there will be no 
problems when the plane arrives 
in Christchurch,” he said. 

New Zealand scientists said, 
meanwhile, that they had found 
the first aircraft lost in Antarc- 
tica, a Fokker monoplane used 
during U.S. Admiral Richard 
Byrd’s first expedition to the con- 
tinent. 

The aircraft was damaged 
beyond repair during a storm in 
March, 1929. It was found lying 
upside. down on a. frozen lake. 

The fabric which origtoalfy co- 
vered the plane has been -torn off 
by winds and the enghae is mis- 


sing. 

Peter Cleary, a member of the 
expedition that found the plane, 
said he was amazed to find it so 
exposed. 

“Most of the aircraft is on the 
surface, which is incredible when 
you consider it’s been lying there 
for nearly 60 years," he said. 
.“Only the taD and the lower por- 
tion of the wing are buried in 
ice." 

Officials said New Zealand was 
unlikely to try to salvage the 
plane. 

"We regard the airplane as 
United States property. It is al- 
ways possible American interests, 
such as the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, may want the airc raf t,'* a* 
spokesman for the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
said. • ’ * . .

“I just can i 
believe it.” said avid anti-smoker Larry Hagmio, star of TV's 
Dallas and resident of the exclusive Malibu c olon y. 'My hair 
stood on end when I saw it.” Malibu cigarettes, new from 
American Tobacco Co.. are just the latest in a ton* list of 
products named for tbe posh home to the stars. But residents say 
namesakes ranging from Barbie dolls to Chevrolet* were more 
acceptable than a pack of filter-tipped ItXK. “I don't equate 
cigarettes with the sun and the ocean and I doubt that other 
people do,” said flagman, chairman of tbe great America 
sraokeout campaign for seven years. “It makes me very, very 
angry. But it's typical of tbe tobacco industry.” “1 guess I'm just 
too cynical to take it seriously," said a ct re s s Ali McGtaw, another 
Malibu resident. “Frankly, Fm amazed that it's taken this long. 
Malibu has always been a catchword for a wonderful way of life, 
so it's ironic that they're selling cigarettes, since they represent 
just the opposite of a healthy place to live,” she said. 

Girl jailed for part in murders 

PARIS (R) — A teenage French girl who lured men to violent 
deaths at the hands of her two boyfriends was sentenced to 16 
years in jail by a Paris court. Valerie Subra’s two friends, 
Jean-Remi Sana® and Laurent Hanab. were sentenced to 18 
years. The trio, dabbed “the devils" in the French press, were 
convicted of the premeditated murders of two businessmen in 
December 1984. Tbe court heard how Subra. who was 19 at the 
time, indeed up the men in Pare nightclubs and lured them to 
assignations, where they were robbed, tortured and stabbed to 
death by Sarraut and Hanab. Lawyer Gerard Le Laidier died 
after inviting Sabre, a dotbes shop assistant, for a cosy dinner at 
his flat. A week later, businessman Laurent Zarrade was killed. 
Police said the three committed the crimes to get money to 
emigrate to tbe United States and set op a do thing business. 

Indians want Redskins by another name 

MINNEAPOLIS (R) — A group of American Imfiam has taken 
to the warpath against the Washington Redskins football team. 
Thirty Minnesota Indians are campaigning to force the Redskins 
to change their name and remove the logo of an American Indian 
from their helmets. ‘“Redskin’ ... makes us look like some kind of 
savage, warlike person.” said Fred Vifleux. a member of the 
concerned American Indian parents. His group, which led a 
successful campaign last year to force a Minneapolis public school 
to change the name of its teams from “the Indians'' to “the 
Lakers", is distributing a poster to make its point. The poster, 
which shows banners bearing hypothetical sports teams named for 
other ethnic groups, is captioned: “Maybe now you know how 
native Americans fed.” 

Fellini’s 8 Vi voted Best European Film 

BRUSSELS (R) — Italian director Federico Fellini's 1963 film 
8V6 has been voted the Best European Rim of tbe last three 
decades by a jury of leading figures in cinema and television. The 
panel, asked to pick the best 12 films of the European 
Community's 30-year existence, selected Frenchman Jean-Luc 
Godard's A Bo® de Souffle (Out of Breath) in second place. A 
second Fellini film, Amarcord, was placed third id a European 
“top twelve” announced this week to coincide with the Brussels 
International Rim Festival and the launch of European Cinema 
and Television Year. 8 Vi. starring Marcello Mastroianni. has been 
described as a film about a film, a dazzling and sometimes 
disconcerting sequence of images and ideas interspersed with 
sometimes crude flashes of humour. Italian Luchino Visconti's 
Death in Venice and Swede Ingmar Bergman's Fanny And 
Alexander were among the other runners-up announced in 
Brussels by former European Parliament President Simone Veil, 
and Carlo Ripa Di Meana, EC commissioner for culture. 

Controversial movie wins top award 

PEKING (AP) — A controversial movie about a small town's 
suffering during the Cultural Revolution won China's top film 
award after months of behind-the-scenes wrangling. “A Small 
Town Called Hibiscus” won tbe 1987 Golden Rooster Best Movie 
Award and its female lead, Liu Xiaoqing. was named best actress, 
the official Xinhua News Agency reported. The Golden Roost® 
Awards have been given o® annually since 1981, usually in the 
spring. The 1987 awards, however, were postponed until now 
without official explanation, apparently because of controversy 
over Hibiscus. The movie, based on the novel by Gu Hua, is set in 
the 1960s and '70s. It focuses on pretty, young Hu Yuyin, who 
runs a bean curd stand and together with her husband saves 
enough money to build a new house. When tbe far- leftist Cultural 
Revolution breaks out, the couple are condemned as capitalists 
and the husband commits suicide. Hu Yuyin, forced to sweep the 
streets in punishment, bears a child out of wedlock with a fellow 
victim of the leftist. In the end, both are vindicated. 

Cyclist held for trespassing 

FORT LAUDERDALE, Florida (AP) — A cyclist wanted to 
order a big mac hamburger and French fries, but ended np with a 
jailhouse breakfast after demanding service at a drive-through 
window for cars. Robert Fox, a Michigan boat captain, said it was 
worth spending a night in jail on charges of trespassing at a 
McDonald’s restaurant. “It was the principle of the thing. 1 felt 
they were discriminating against me as a hicylist,” he said after 
friends provided the $25 he needed for bail Thursday at the 
Broward County Jail. Fox, 33, left a boat crew he had been 
helping and pedaled to the fast-food restaurant for lunch 
Wednesday. A restaurant work® wouldn't take his ord®, sating 
only motorists were served at the drive-through window. Fox 
insisted. The police were called. Officers tried to reason with Fox 
and finally warned him he would be arrested for trespassing if he 
kept it up. He did.
